NEW  FRIDAY  NIGHT  NBC  COLOR  BROADCAST  SERIES  (STARTING  SEPT.  21) 

Ronson  Corporation  has  purchased  weekly  participation. in 
NBC -TV ' s  "The  Jack  Paar  Show,"  to  be  broadcast  in  color  Friday,  10  to 
11  p.m.  NYT,  beginning  Sept.  21,  it  was  announced  today  by  Don  Durgin, 
Vice  President,  NBC  Television  Network  Sales.  (NOTE:  The  starting 
date  supersedes  the  program's  previously  announced  premiere  date. 

Sept.  14. ) 

Like  its  late-night  predecessor,  the  new  1962-63  "The  Jack 
Paar  Show"  will  be  an  excitingly  different  program  that  reflects  the 
intuitive  showmanship  of  its  star.  It  is  expected  the  informal  mood 
that  characterized  the  popular  nightly  program  will  be  retained. 

Paul  Orr,  producer  of  Jack  Paar's  former  NBC-TV  program,  and 
Paul  W.  Keyes  will  be  co-producers  of  the  new  program.  Keyes  will 
also  be  head  writer. 

Jose  Melis  will  be  the  show's  musical  director.  He  served 
as  music  director  of  the  late-night  broadcasts  of  "The  Jack  Paar 
Show"  since  the  program's  inception.

NEWLY  ESTABLISHED  STATION  WCIV-TV  IN  CHARLESTON,  S.C., 

WILL  BE  AN  NBC  AFFILIATE;  JULY  INAUGURAL  PLANNED 

Affiliation  of  newly  established  station  WCIV-TV,  Channel  4, 
in  Charleston, S .  C.,  with  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  was  an¬ 
nounced  jointly  today  by  Harold  E.  (Hap)  Anderson,  President  of  WCIV-TV 
and  Tom  Knode,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Station  Relations  for  NBC. 

Mr.  Anderson  said  the  station,  which  is  owned  by  the  First 
Charleston  Corporation,  is  expected  to  begin  operation  on  or  about 
July  15.  It  will  have  a  full  power  range  of  100  kw  visual  transmitted 
from  a  tower  789  feet  above  average  terrain,  and  will  offer  a  third 
network  television  service  to  130,000  TV  homes  in  15  South  Carolina 
counties.  The  station  will  be  able  to  transmit  color  programs. 

Lee  Gorman  is  Executive  Vice  President  and  General  Sales 
Manager  of  WCIV-TV  and  William  E.  Lucas,  former  Program  Director  of 
WSAV-TV  Savannah,  Ga.,  is  Station  Manager. 

Mr.  Knode  said:  "We  are  delighted  with  this  new  affiliation 
in  the  Charleston  market.  We  are  especially  pleased  that  NEC's  exciting 
Fall  program  schedule,  65  per  cent  of  which  is  in  color,  will  be  made 
available  during  the  coming  season  to  the  people  of  Charleston  through 
the  facilities  of  WCIV-TV. "

NBC -TV  PROGRAMS  AND  PERSONALITIES  RECEIVE  54  ’EMMY  AWARD’  NOMINATIONS 
13  of  Network’s  Nominations  Are  in  News  and.  Public  Affairs 

NBC-TV  programs  and  personalities  received  54  nominations 
for  Emmy  Awards  in  the  roster  announced  today  by  the  National  Academy 
of  Television  Arts  and  Sciences.  Thirteen  of  the  NBC  nominations  were 
in  the  fields  of  News  and  Public  Affairs,  eight  were  for  the  "Hallmark 
Hall  of  Fame"  production  of  "Victoria  Regina"  and  seven  were  for  "The 
Dick  Powell  Show." 

"Vincent  Van  Gogh:  A  Self  Portrait/'  a  special  NBC-TV 
program,  was  nominated  in  four  different  categories  for  Emmys.  NBC 
also  won  four  of  the  six  nominations  in  the  field  of  Outstanding  Program 
Achievement  in  Children’s  Programming. 

Nominations  in  26  categories  were  voted  by  6,000  members  of 
the  National  Academy  in  eight  cities,  for  which  the  ballots  were 
tabulated  by  Price  Waterhouse  and  Co.  Winners  will  be  announced  on  the 
annual  "Emmy  Awards  Show"  Tuesday,  May  22  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  (10  to 
11:30  p.m.  EDT) .  The  program  will  originate  from  New  York,  Washington, 
D.  C.  and  Hollywood.  The  emcees  will  be  Johnny  Carson  in  New  York, 

David  Brinkley  in  Washington  and  Bob  Newhart  in  Hollywood.

r - "ROBERT  RUARK'S  AFRICA "--EXAMINING  A  BEAUTIFUL,  SAVAGE  LAND - 

|  Ruark,  as  Guide -Narrator  Aided  by  NBC  Newsman  Robert  McCormick, 

;  Turns  Spotlight  on  Kenya  in  Full-Hour  Color  Broadcast _ 

"Robert  Ruark’s  Africa,"  an  examination  of  a  beautiful  and 
savage  land,  will  be  presented  in  color  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Friday, 

May  23  (9:30-10:30  p.m,  EDT),  with  Robert  Ruark,  noted  novelist,  reporter 
and  expert  big-game  hunter,  as  guide  and  narrator. 

John  J.  Sughrue  Jr.  is  producer  and  director  of  this  special 
NBC  News  program.  Sponsorship  was  purchased  by  the  Purex  Corporation 
through  Edward  H.  Weiss  &  Company. 

With  the  help  of  NBC  News  correspondent  Robert  McCormick, 

Ruark  turns  the  spotlight  on  the  cast  of  characters  who  make  up  the 
African  drama  as  it  is  being  played  in  Kenya,  British  East  Africa.  This 
British  colony,  soon  to  become  an  independent  state,  has  no  homogeneous 
group  of  natives,  but  is  a  collection  of  45  tribes  with  different 
customs,  cultures  and  beliefs. 

Ruark  contends  that  "uhuru"  or  freedom  will  mean  expelling 
the  white  man,  replacing  colonialism  with  a  black  dictatorship,  tribal 
warfare  and  the  wholesale  slaughter  of  Kenya’s  abundant  wildlife. 
McCormick,  who  has  also  worked  in  Africa,  clashes  with  Ruark  over  some 
of  the  latter’s  opinions  and  points  out  that  neither  Ruark  nor  the  rest 
of  the  world  can  stop  the  Africans  in  their  freedom  drive.

Most  of  the  program  was  filmed  in  Kenya,  by  an  NBC  camera 
crew  and  includes  footage  of  a  vast  untapped  area  in  the  northern  part 
which  had  never  before  been  seen  by  an  outsider.  It  is  a  region 
"unmarked  by  tires ,  untouched  by  tourists"  --  the  stamping  ground 
of  elephants  and  the  home  of  the  primitive  and  fierce  Samburu  tribe. 

Using  film  and  the  actual  stills  taken  during  Ruark* s  last 
safari  in  this  wild  land,  the  program  re-creates  the  excitement  of  his 
hunt  for  his  "last  elephant."  "When  the  old  bull  fell  with  a  mighty 
crash, "  Ruark  says,  "much  of  what  I  loved  best  of  the  old  Africa  died 
with  him." 

Another  sequence  presents  rare  film  of  the  stalk  and  kill  of 
a  Cape  buffalo.  This  is  a  real  safari,  Ruark  says,  unlike  anything  a 
tourist  might  expect.  Tourist  however,  is  a  thriving  business  in 
Kenya.  The  program  includes  views  of  the  plush  Mt .  Kenya  Safari  Club 
which  provides  visitors  with  air-conditioning,  cocktails  and  a 
Hollywood  swimming  pool. 

An  outstanding  figure  in  "Robert  Ruark* s  Africa"  is  Maj. 

Evelyn  Temple -Boreham,  chief  game  warden  for  the  Masai  district,  who 
has  spent  a  lifetime  protecting  the  animals  from  unscrupulous  hunters 
and  poachers.  The  extraordinary  sight  of  him  hand-quenching  the  thirst 
of  lions  is  shown  in  one  segment.  Another  pictures  his  discovery  of  a 
poacher's  lair  with  its  rotting  meat,  wire  nooses  and  poison  arrows. 

Contrasting  with  Maj.  Temple-Boreham's  kindness  to  animals, 
the  program  shows  the  callous  tribal  attitude  to  human  as  well  as  animal 
life.  Startling  evidence  of  this  is  a  scene  showing  an  old  woman  who  has 
been  put  out  of  her  hut  to  die  because  she  no  longer  is  pf  any  use 
to  her  tribe.  She  has  been  left  by  her  grandchildren  to  be  eaten 
alive . by  hyenas .

TO  SCAN  U.S.  INVOLVEMENT  IN  VIET  NAM,  LAOS  AND  THAILAND 

"Viet  Nam--Last  Chance, "  a  full-hour  NBC  News  special 
examining  the  United  States'  involvement  in  Viet  Nam,  Laos  and  Thailand 
will  be  broadcast  Tuesday,  May  8  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  ( 10-11  p.m.  EDT). 

(This  NBC  News  special  pre-empts  "Cain's  Hundred"  on  this 
date  only. ) 

With  NBC  News  correspondents  Edwin  Newman  and  James  Robinson, 
a  program  team  spent  the  better  part  of  two  months  filming  and 
interviewing  people  in  South  Viet  Nam,  Laos  and  Thailand. 

Producer  Donald  Meaney  said,  "The  battle  here  is  fundamentally 
one  of  ideas.  The  Viet  Cong  (the  Communist  guerillas)  couldn't  exist 
if  it  weren't  for  the  peasants,  and  the  peasants  wouldn't  support  the 
Viet  Cong  if  they  cared  for  their  own  government  and  if  their  own 
government  could  protect  them. " 

The  extent  and  implications  of  the  United  States  commitment 
in  Viet  Nam  will  be  explored  by  Newman  and  Robinson  in  several 
interviews,  Meaney  said. 

They  will  talk  with  Frederick  Nolting,  United  States 
Ambassador  to  South  Viet  Nam;  Gen.  Paul  D.  Harkins,  commander  of  the 
United  States  Military  Assistance  Command;  Gen.  Phoumi  Nosavan,  Defense 
Minister  of  the  Royal  Government  of  Laos;  the  Rev.  William  Bolin, 
Redemptorist  missionary  in  northeast  Thailand,  and  Col.  Pham  Ngoc  Thao, 
province  chief  of  KLen  Hoa  Province  in  South  Viet  Nam.

During  the  filming,  two  American  soldiers  were  killed  in  an 
ambush  in  South  Viet  Nam.  They  were  the  first  American  combat 
fatalities.  NBC  News  Director  Fred  Rheinstein  and  cameraman  Dexter 
Alley  were  on  the  rescue  patrol  that  discovered  the  bodies  and  they 
broke  the  story. 

Meaney  said,  "This  fight  for  the  peasants  allegiance  in 
Viet  Nam  is  much  the  same  as  the  fight  in  Laos  and  there  are  signs  that 
a  similar  struggle  is  taking  place  in  Thailand. " 

Fred  Rheinstein  is  associate  producer  of  "Viet  Nam--Last 
Chance."  The  program  was  filmed  by  Dexter  Alley  and  Vo  Huynh.  Robert 
Sorenson  and  Ben  Schiller  were  the  film  editors  and  Stan  Losak,  unit 
manager.

ANNUAL  SALES  MEETING  OF  NBC  INTERNATIONAL 

The  fast  growth  rate  of  overseas  television  is  the  number 
one  topic  at  the  first  annual  sales  meeting  of  NBC  International. 

Sales  executives  from  every  part  of  the  globe  are  in  New  York  this 
week  to  weigh  the  effects  of  a  new  equation:  the  total  of  television 
set3  overseas  will  equal  the  total  of  television  sets  within  the  United 
States  by  the  end  of  this  year. 

To  help  meet  the  varied  needs  of  this  expanding  market,  the 
visiting  NBC  International  (NBI)  representatives  are  screening  new 
programs  to  be  included  in  an  inventory  of  some  60  television  series. 
This  roster  of  available  shows  for  overseas  distribution  reflects  a 
steady  increase  in  news  and  public  affairs  programming. 

Alfred  R.  Stern,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  NBC  Enterprises 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board,  NBC  International,  Ltd.,  said: 

"This  inauguration  of  annual  sales  meetings  of  our  overseas 
representatives  is  an  indication  of  the  general  growth  of  international 
television  and  the  specific  growth  of  NBC  International.  Five  years 
ago,  as  the  pioneer  among  the  networks,  our  international  staff 
numbered  10  people  and  our  available  library  totaled  some  18  television 
series.  In  1961,  we  shipped  7  .>500  reels  of  NBC  film  prints,  duplicates 
and  sound  tracksoverseas .  We  intend  to.  maintain  and  even  increase  our 
leadership  in  the  field."

Live  TV  and  radio  coverage  of  the  attempt  to  place  Navy  Lt. 
Comdr.  M.  Scott  Carpenter  into  orbit  will  be  presented  by  NBC  News. 

The  launch  from  Cape  Canaveral,  Fla.,  is  expected  after  the  middle  of 
this  month. 

Roy  Neal  and  Frank  McGee  will  anchor  the  TV  coverage  from 
Cape  Canaveral  and  New  York  City,  respectively.  Merrill  Mueller  and 
Jay  Barbree  will  handle  the  radio  coverage  from  the  Cape. 

TV  producer  Chet  Hagan  said  live  remote  pickups  are  planned 
from:  the  General  Dynamics  Astronautics  plant  at  San  Diego,  Calif.; 
Boulder,  Colo.,  astronaut  Carpenter's  hometown;  the  White  House;  the 
Cape  press  site,  and  New  York  City. 

Tom  Pettit  will  report  from  the  GDA  plant  where  telemetry 
information  from  Carpenter's  capsule  will  reveal  his  pulse,  respiration, 
blood  pressure  and  other  physical  conditions. 

Correspondent  Elmer  Peterson  and  an  NBC  camera  unit  will  be 
stationed  in  the  gymnasium  at  the  University  of  Colorado  at  Boulder 
where  some  3*000  students,  are  expected  to  watch  the  flight  on  TV 
monitors.  Astronaut  Carpenter's  mother  will  probably  be  at  this  point, 
too. 

Correspondents  Sander  Vanocur  and  Ray  Scherer,  at  their 
White  House  beat,  will  watch  for  Presidential  reaction  to  the  flight. 
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Neal,  a  specialist  in  aerospace  reporting,  will  broadcast 
from  a  platform  at  the  Cape  press  site  which  is  slightly  less  than  two 
miles  from  Pad  14,  launch  point  for  the  missile.  McGee  will  be 
located  in  Studio  3-K  in  New  York's  RCA  Building.  Prom  this  point, 
he  will  coordinate  reports  from  the  other  NBC  newsmen.  NBC-TV  is 
prepared  to  cover  the  flight  from  launch  until  Carpenter  is  recovered. 

NBC  Radio 1 s  coverage  will  be  produced  by  Edward  Gough  at  the 
Cape  and  Larry  Ganger  in  New  York,  with  Mueller  coordinating  reports 
from  other  NBC  Newsmen. 

The  launch  is  expected  at  8  a.m.  EDT.  NBC's  TV  and  radio 
coverage  will  commence  at  6:30  a.m.  EDT. 

NBC  will  have  a  staff  of  30  newsmen  and  technicians  at  the 
Cape.  Hagan  said  Jerry  Jacobs  will  be  associate  TV  producer  in  New 
York,  Jack  Dillon  will  be  director  at  the  Cape  and  Eugene  Parinet 
associate  producer  at  the  Cape. 

Coverage  will  include  pre-launch  activities,  the  launch, 
recovery  and  a  press  conference  after  the  flight  by  officials  of  the 
National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration.

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  CALLS  FOR  PROMPT  LEGISLATION  ALLOWING  BROADCASTERS 
TO  PRESENT  FACE-TO-FACE  DEBATES  BY  CANDIDATES  IN  FALL  ELECTIONS 
Addresses  League  of'  Women  Voters  Convention,  Where  He  Is  Honored 
For  Contribution  to  ’Public  Enlightenment  and  Good  Citizenship’ 

MINNEAPOLIS,  MINN. ,  May  4  --  Robert  V/.  Sarnoff ,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  today  called  for 
prompt  legislative  action  to  permit  broadcasters  to  present  face-to- 
face  debates  by  candidates  in  next  Fall's  midterm  elections. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  that  existing  law  would  discourage  tele¬ 
vision  and  radio  debates  in  some  of  the  nation's  major  contests  where 
more  than  two  candidates  are  expected  to  run  for  each  office. 

He  made  the  proposal  in  a  speech  accepting  the  first  award 
presented  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  the  United  States  in  42 
years.  The  award,  citing  the  American  Government  course  on  the  NBC 
Television  Network's  "Continental  Classroom,"  honored  him  for  "out¬ 
standing  contribution  to  public  enlightenment  and  good  citizenship. " 
It  was  presented  at  the  League's  25th  national  convention  here. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  out  that  the  unprecedented  appearances 
of  the  two  major  Presidential  candidates  on  "The  Great  Debate"  pro¬ 
grams  in  i960  were  made  possible  by  the  temporary  lifting  of  the 
"equal  time"  restriction  of  Section  315  of  the  Communications  Act. 
This  freed  broadcasters  of  the  need  to  present  hour  after  hour  of 
fringe  candidates.

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"In  my  view,  the  responsible  performance  of'  broadcasters  in 
i960  fully  justifies  a  prompt  end  to  the  ’equal  time’  penalty  in 
campaigns  for  every  office,"  he  said.  "Freed  of  this  hobbling 
provision,  broadcasters  would  be  able  again  to  present  Presidential 
and  Vice  Presidential  candidates  in  face-to-face  encounters. 

"And  if  legislative  action  were  taken  quickly  enough,  they 
could  also  present  debates  and  other  special  political  coverage  on 
the  state  and  local  level  in  next  Fall’s  midterm  elections." 

While  honoring  Mr.  Sarnoff,  the  League  also  cited  Dr. 

Peter  H.  Odegard,  who  conducts  the  course  in  "The  Structure  and 
Functions  of  American  Government."  The  award  and  citation  were  pre¬ 
sented  for  the  "contribution  the  'Continental  Classroom'  course  is 
making  to  citizen  understanding  of  government  --  an  aim  which  parallel 
the  purpose  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters. " 

Mr.  Sarnoff  reviewed  the  participation  of  Americans  in 
government  as  reflected  in  the  percentage  of  potential  voters  who 
exercise  their  franchise.  He  pointed  out  that  from  1920  to  the  eve 
of  World  War  II,  the  rate  climbed  from  47  per  cent  to  59  per  cent  -- 
for  such  diverse  reasons  as  the  growth  of  public  education,  the  rise 
of  the  automobile,  the  efforts  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  and  the 
spread  of  radio  broadcasting. 

"But  the  voting  rate  took  its  greatest  spurt  with  the 
advent  of  television  on  a  major  scale,"  Mr.  Sarnoff  said.  "From  a  dip 
below  52  per  cent  in  1948,  it  rose  above  62  per  cent  in  1952,  the 
first  election  after  television  came  into  its  own.

dominated  by  an  incumbent  of  great  popularity.  And  in  the  last

It  is  through  a  growing  volume  of  news  and  informational 
programming,  he  said,  that  "television  makes  its  broadest,  most 
consistent  contribution  toward  embroiling  Americans  in  the  joys  and 
rigors  of  governing  themselves. " 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  that  informational  programming  in  tele¬ 
vision  at  large  has  doubled  in  the  last  three  years.  On  NBC-TV,  he 
said,  it  now  occupies  25  per  cent  of  the  entire  schedule  and  includes 
live  transmission  of  news  as  it  occurs,  major  documentary  studies, 
newscasts,  interviews,  panel  discussions,  essays  in  personal 
journalism,  debates  and  "instant  news  specials. " 

"The  revenues  from  entertainment  programs  still  largely 
provide  the  underpinning  for  television’s  enormously  costly  position 
not  only  in  news  and  information  but  also  in  educational  and 
cultural  programming,  "  he  said.  "Equally  important,  they  provide 
and  maintain  the  millions  of  viewers  without  whom  no  kind  of  tele¬ 
vision  program  would  ever  reach  a  mass  audience.

Until  a  few  minutes  ago,  though  both  of  us  are  deeply 
identified  with  a.  country  that  loves  awards  and  prizes,  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  and  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  shared  the  distinc¬ 
tion  of  never  having  given  one.  I  feel  greatly  honored  that  you've 
broken  your  abstinence  in  our  favor,  especially  since  we  share  your 
recognition  with  Dr.  Odegard.  If  NBC  were  making  awards  today,  it 
would  be  just  as  fitting  for  us  to  give  one  to  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  --  and  also  in  connection  with  Dr.  Odegard 's  course.  I  know 
you've  worked  hard  and  well  to  stimulate  interest  and  enrollment  in 
this  year's  "Continental  Classroom"  and  we  at  NBC  appreciate  your  deeds 
in  this  respect  fully  as  much  as  the  generous  words  of  today's  citation. 

There  is  another  reason  to  set  high  store  on  this  award. 

We  all  prize  the  opinions  of  connoisseurs,  and  when  it  comes  to  judging 
any  effort  to  encourage  citizens  to  play  an  informed  role  in  govern¬ 
ment,  the  League's  own  credentials  in  this  field  place  it  in  a  class  of 
its  own. 

I  cannot  pretend  that  Dr.  Odegard 's  course  in  American 
Government  is  typical  television  fare.  Indeed,  the  concept  NBC 
introduced  with  "Continental  Classroom, "  offering  college-level 
instruction  for  academic  credit  on  a.  commercial  television  network,  is 
only  four  years  old;  and  until  last  year,  NBC  was  the  only  network 
presenting  such  courses.  But  the  course  in  American  Government  is  by 
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Robert  W.  Sarnoff 


no  means  a  unique  expression  of  our  continuing,  systematic  effort  to 
fulfill  your  own  goal  --  to  make  the  American  people  better  informed 
masters  of  their  own  affairs. 

I  would  like  to  take  advantage  of  your  hospitality  to  describe 
some  of  the  other  means  with  which  we  serve  this  goal,  and  how  all  of 
these  efforts  depend  ultimately  upon  the  nature  of  the  broadcasting 
system  we  have  in  this  country  including  the  very  things  that  some 
of  you  may  not  particularly  like  about  it.  I  describe  this  intention 
with  the  trepidation  of  a  lady  speaker  about  whom  I  recently  heard. 

She  announced  her  subject  and  then  added:  "I’m  here  to  talk  about  it. 
You're  here  to  listen.  I  hope  we  finish  at  the  same  time." 

In  its  simplest  terms,  NBC's  course  in  American  Government, 
sophisticated  and  advanced  as  it  is,  represents  only  a  foundation  from 
which  a  viewer  can  build  his  intelligent  participation  in  government. 

No  course  can  furnish  all  the  building  materials,  for  they  consist  of 
continuing  information  and  awareness  of  the  dynamics  of  living  history 
--  new  problems,  new  issues,  new  personalities.  And  a  course  can  only 
begin  to  provide  the  citizen  with  an  incentive  for  action.  The  greatest 
spur  to  action  comes  through  knowledge  and  understanding  of  unfolding 
events,  with  their  hazards,  rewards  and  implications.  It  is  here  that 
television  makes  its  broadest,  most  consistent  contribution  toward 
embroiling  Americans  in  the  joys  and  rigors  of  governing  themselves. 

The  classic  yardstick  of  citizen  participation  in  government 
--  oversimplified  perhaps  but  nonetheless  significant  --  is  the 
percentage  of  potential  voters  who  take  the  trouble  to  use  their 
franchise.  It  is  an  irony  of  government  that  among  the  world's 
republics,  the  longest  established  should  have  the  lowest  voting  rate. 

It  is  another  that  our  voting  rate  struck  its  sharpest  slump  right  after 
women  got  the  vote.  The  percentage  fell  from  62  per  cent  in  the 
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Presidential  election  of  1916  to  47  per  cent  in  1920,  because  the 
nation’s  women  were  not  at  first  as  conscientious  in  using  the  vote  as 
the  suffragettes  had  been  in  winning  it. 

After  1920,  the  rate  began  to  climb  until,  on  the  eve  of 
World  War  II,  it  reached  59  per  cent.  The  reasons  are  undoubtedly 
diverse,  ranging  from  the  growth  of  public  education  to  the  rise  of 
the  automobile.  Among  them,  I  have  no  doubt,  were  the  efforts  of  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  and  the  spread  of  radio  broadcasting. 

But  the  voting  rate  took  its  greatest  spurt  with  the  advent  of 
television  on  a  major  scale.  Prom  a  dip  below  52  per  cent  in  1948,  it 
rose  above  62  per  cent  in  1952,  the  first  election  after  television 
came  into  its  own.  In  1956,  the  rate  stayed  over  60  per  cent  despite 
the  unexciting  nature  of  a  contest  dominated  by  an  incumbent  of  great 
popularity.  And  in  the  last  Presidential  election,  the  voting  turnout 
climbed  beyond  66  per  cent. 

There  can  hardly  be  much  doubt  that  the  extraordinary  turnout 
in  i960  was  the  result  of  a  new  measure  of  freedom  with  which  broad¬ 
casters  could  bring  the  campaign  into  the  nation’s  homes.  Thanks  to 
the  temporary  suspension  of  the  "equal  time"  restriction  of  Section  315 
of  the  Communications  Act,  we  were  able  for  the  first  time  --  not  only 
in  broadcasting  but  in  history  --  to  bring  two  major  Presidential 
candidates  together  to  discuss  the  issues  of  the  campaign  side  by  side, 
with  the  whole  nation  as  onlookers. 

Altogether,  through  television  and  radio,  the  four  broad¬ 
casts  of  "The  Great  Debate"  commanded  a  total  audience  of  some  120 
million  people.  The  impact  was  clearly  unprecedented.  Among  the 
repeated  findings  of  research  into  mass  media  effects  upon  voting 
behavior  in  the  past  is  that  people  tend  to  interpret  what  they  see 

and  hear  in  terms  of  their  existing  convictions.  And  they  listen  to,

read  and  view  a.  lot  more  of  their  own  side  than  the  case  for  the 
opposition.  "The  Great  Debate/1  however,  was  notable  not  only  in  the 
size  of  the  audiences  it  attracted  and  held  but  because  it  gave  each 
of  the  two  candidates  a  unique  opportunity  to  speak  to  millions  of  his 
opponent’s  admirers  as  well  as  his  own,  and  millions  of  others  who  were 
indifferent  or  undecided;  by  the  same  token,  it  exposed  millions  --  on 
both  sides  --  to  a.  candidate  to  whom  they  otherwise  might  have  paid 
little  attention.  There  is  clear  evidence  that  this  influenced  some 
switching  of  votes  and  that  it  helped  to  shape  decisions  by  the  critical 
group  of  the  undecided.  It  is  widely  accepted  that  these  results  added 
up  to  enough  votes  to  determine  the  outcome  of  the  close  election. 
Whatever  their  defects,  which  in  my  judgment  are  minor  and  remediable, 
there  are  encouraging  signs  that  we  will  have  Presidential  joint 
appearances  again  In  1964. 

To  make  them  possible,  however,  we  will  need  new  legislation, 
because  the  lifting  of  the  "equal  time "  restraint  in  i960  was  only 
temporary  relief  which  lapsed  at  the  end  of  that  campaign.  Various 
proposals  have  been  put  forward,  ranging  from  another  temporary 
suspension  in  the  1964  campaign  for  President  and  Vice  President  to 
outright  repeal  of  the  "equal  time"  restriction  as  it  applies  to  all 
political  contests. 

In  my  view,  the  responsible  performance  of  broadcasters  in 
i960  fully  justifies  a  prompt  end  to  the  "equal  time"  penalty  in 
campaigns  for  every  office.  Freed  of  this  hobbling  provision,  broad¬ 
casters  would  be  able  again  to  present  Presidential  and  Vice 
Presidential  candidates  in  face-to-face  encounters.  And  if  legislative 
action  were  taken  quickly  enough,  they  could  also  present  debates  and 
other  special  political  coverage  on  the  state  and  local  level  in  next 
Fall’s  midterm  elections.

As  you  know,  local  debates  already  take  place  on  the  air  -- 
sometimes,  in  fact,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  --  and  since  many  contests  involve  only  two  candidates,  they  are 
feasible  in  some  places  under  existing  law.  Where  this  applies,  I  hope 
and  believe  that  broadcasters  will  present  more  encounters  of  this  kind 
next  Pall  than  ever  before.  But  in  some  of  the  nation's  major  contests 
such  as  the  campaigns  for  Governor  in  New  York  and  California,  there 
will  undoubtedly  be  more  than  two  candidates  for  each  office,  and  exist 
ing  law  will  discourage  us  from  presenting  the  two  major  opponents  in 
joint  appearances. 

I  hope  you  will  consider  carefully  the  various  legislative 
proposals  that  would  enable  us  to  fulfill  the  potential  of  television 
and  radio  in  the  electoral  process,  and  that  you  will  be  able  to  give 
such  legislation  your  active  support. 

Cainpaigns  and  elections  are  crucial  climaxes  in  the  workings 
of  democracy,  but  it  is  an  axiom  of  your  own  organization  that  educa¬ 
tion  for  citizenship  must  be  carried  forward  between  elections  as  well. 
In  much  the  same  way,  we  maintain  a  flow  of  news  and  information  to 
give  people  a  continuity  of  awareness  and  understanding  of  the  wide 
range  of  problems  that  confront  us  all. 

With  television  so  much  in  the  public  eye,  most  of  us  take 
for  granted  the  extent  to  which  news  and  information  have  become  major 
staples  of  modern  radio.  Such  programming  now  makes  up  58  per  cent  of 
the  schedule  of  the  NBC  Radio  Network;  this  season  it  has  ranged  from 
hourly  news  reports  to  a  special  series  on  de  Tocqueville ‘s  America. 

Nevertheless,  no  development  in  public  communications  in 
recent  years  has  matched  the  phenomenal  growth  of  television

informational  programming.  It  has  grown  in  size  and  in  quality;  in  the 
manpower  that  staffs  it  around  the  world  and  within  the  local  community; 
in  its  sheer  volume  in  the  television  schedule;  in  the  number,  variety 
and  originality  of  program  forms,  in  the  depth  and  expertness  with  which 
it  explores  the  meaning  of  events,  issues  and  problems. 

It  has  also  grown  in  impact.  Consider,  for  example,  the 
results  of  a  recent  survey  conducted  by  the  American  Library  Association 
among  public  libraries  in  more  than  100  of  the  nation’s  largest  cities: 
adult  book  circulation  has  gone  up  29  per  cent  in  the  last  five  years; 
the  reading  emphasis  has  shifted  toward  serious  books,  and  the  librarian 
themselves  explicitly  give  television  a  major  part  of  the  credit. 

By  a  conservative  estimate,  informational  programming  in 
television  at  large  has  doubled  in  the  last  three  years.  On  the  NBC 
Television  Network,  it  now  occupies  25  per  cent  of  our  whole  schedule, 
the  highest  percentage  in  the  medium.  These  programs  range  across  the 
informational  spectrum  from  live  transmission  of  news  as  it  takes 
place  to  major  documentary  studies  that  take  months  to  produce.  They 
include  newscasts,  interviews,  panel  discussions,  essays  in  personal 
journalism,  debates  and  the  so-called  instant  news  special,  a  form 
we  created  to  give  a  comprehensive  treatment  of  a  major  development 
within  hours  of  its  occurrence.  They  offer  a  platform  not  only  for 
Mr.  Huntley  and  Mr.  Brinkley  and  their  numerous  associates  but  for  men 
and  women  who  hold  positions  of  leadership  and  responsibility  in  every 
walk  of  American  life. 

It  is  difficult  to  think  of  a  current  issue  of  any  substance 
that  has  not  been  treated  by  NBC  News.  This  season  the  NBC  Television 
Network,  which  reaches  a  nation  of  viewers,  has  dealt,  for  example,  with 
disarmament,  nuclear  testing,  neutralism,  medical  care  for  the  aged, 
fallout  shelters,  the  Berlin  crisis,  the  issues  in  Angola,  the  Congo,

Laos,  Cuba  and  Algeria,  the  American  defense  economy,  the  Newburgh 
welfare  controversy,  juvenile  delinquency,  the  farm  problem,  the  Peace 
Corps,  the  problems  of  the  railroads  and  the  challenge  of  outer  space. 

What  is  equally  important  is  that  NBC  owned  stations  have 
explored  local,  state  and  regional  issues  affecting  the  localities 
in  which  they  are  situated  with  the  same  thoroughness  and  the  same 
broad  range  of  program  techniques.  Indeed,  some  of  our  stations  use 
additional  formats  as  well;  in  New  York,  public  officials  appear  on  the 
program  Direct  Line"  to  answer  questions  phoned  in  by  citizens,  and  as 

many  of  you  know,  the  League  of  Women  Voters  helps  us  by  answering  the 
telephones . 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the  notion  that  the  mass  media 
foster  conformity  of  thought  and  standardization  of  ideas,  that  they 
lend  themselves  to  manipulation  by  government  or  powerful  private 
interests.  The  fact  is  that  television  generates  a  remarkable  diversity, 
conflict  and  range  of  ideas;  it  comes  to  grips  increasingly  with 
controversial  material,  and  it  maintains  standards  of  fairness  and 
independence  in  the  highest  tradition  of  journalism. 

Not  long  ago,  the  distinguished  political  observer  Barbara 
Ward  wrote  that  mass  communications  have  made  government  "more  responsive 
to  public  opinion,  more  open  to  intervention  by  individual  citizens, 
more  aware  of  shifts  and  changes  in  public  mood. "  She  explained  it 
this  way:  "The  web  of  mass  media  which  makes  the  Western  world  one 
vast  sounding  board  allows  the  citizen  .to  speak  up  in  a  totally  new 
fashion .. .Anyone  who  has  anything  worth  saying,  any  group  that  has 
anything  worth  doing  can  be  fairly  sure  of  reaching  the  mass  circulation 
media  and  of  having  the  experiment  discussed  from  end  to  end  of  the 
country.  And  it  then  becomes  a  factor  influencing  government  via  the 
pressure  of  public  opinion."

Miss  Ward  also  observed  that,  thanks  to  television  and  the 
press,  the  ordinary  citizen  "can  now  --  if  he  will  --  be  better 
Informed  about  the  world  scene  than  he  was,  forty  years  ago,  about 
his  own  country .. .And  since  the  facts  upon  which  to  base  decisions  are 
so  much  more  accessible  than  ever  before,  it  is  not  surprising  to  find 
that  even  over  the  gravest  international  issues,  the  influence  of 
citizens  outside  government  has  its  effect .. .Citizen  opinion  has 
probably  never  been  livelier  or  more  listened  to.  Alert,  well-informed 
groups  these  days  have  a  wholly  new  leverage  upon  public  opinion  and 
hence  upon  public  affairs."  So  writes  Miss  Ward. 

And  what  may  all  this  have  to  do  with  Perry  Como  and  "Bonanza" 
and  "Sing  Along  with  Mitch"?  A  great  deal.  It  is  no  coincidence  that 
by  far  the  most  pervasive  national  television  coverage  in  the  world  has 
been  achieved  by  a  system  accenting  entertainment  of  broad  appeal.  And 
it  is  no  coincidence  that  the  political  independence,  programming 
initiative  and  vast  resources  characteristic  of  television  in  the  United 
States  spring  from  a  system  of  broadcasting  based  upon  private  enter¬ 
prise,  competition  and  advertising  support. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  any  broadcaster  to  justify  entertain¬ 
ment  programs  in  terms  of  their  contribution  to  informational  pro¬ 
gramming.  Entertainment,  especially  in  the  diversity  in  which  it  can 
be  found  on  the  air,  justifies  itself;  it  performs  a  highly  important 
function  of  its  own  and,  indeed,  is  what  the  vast  majority  of  Americans 
primarily  seek  from  television.  Because  it  must  appeal  to  such  a  wide 
variety  of  tastes,  no  single  viewer  could  possibly  like  all  that  tele¬ 
vision  presents;  by  the  same  token,  however,  every  viewer  should  be 
able  to  find  programs  to  his  liking  if  he  will  only  seek  them  out .

Whatever  one’s  personal  view  of  television  entertainment 
generally,  it  is  important  to  recognize  that  informational  programming 
does  not  exist  in  a  sphere  apart.  Programs  that  enlighten  and  shows 
that  entertain  a.  mass  audience  are  integral  and  inseparable  parts  of 
the  same  system  of  broadcasting.  The  revenues  from  entertainment 
programs  still  largely  provide  the  underpinning  for  television’s 
enormously  costly  position  not  only  in  news  and  information  but  also  in 
educational  and  cultural  programming.  Equally  important,  they  provide 
and  maintain  the  millions  of  viewers  without  whom  no  kind  of  television 
program  would  ever  reach  a  mass  audience.  It  was  Milton  Berle  and  Sid 
Caesar  and  Ed  Sullivan  who  blazed  the  trail  into  tens  of  millions  of 
homes  for  "Meet  the  Press"  and  "NBC  White  Paper"  and  the  "CBS  Reports," 
and  it  is  Perry  Como  and  "Bonanza"  and  Mitch  Miller  who  keep  the  trail 
in  good  repair. 

I  value  your  opinion  of  "Continental  Classroom"  and  its  course 
in  American  Government  because  I  know  you  do  not  take  positions  of  any 
kind  without  conscientious  consideration.  I  would  hope  that  you  do  not 
regard  the  program  you  have  honored  as  somehow  alien  to  the  television 
system  that  made  it  possible. 

I  find  considerable  encouragement  in  a  letter  that  one  of  our 
producers  showed  me  recently.  It  came  from  a  lady  who  I  am  sure  must  be 
here  today.  It  was  written  in  response  to  the  producer’s  request  for 
comment  on  an  NBC  public  affairs  program.  The  line  that  caught  my 
attention  was  this:  "I  personally  have  a  deep  concern  about  the  mass 
media.,  and  because  of  my  League  training  especially,  I  know  that  I  have 
not  probed  deeply  enough  into  the  subject  to  have  sufficient  background 
or  to  be  completely  objective  in  my  opinions."

"Continental  Classroom"  will  continue  for  its  fifth  year  on 
the  NBC  Television  Network  in  1962-63  with  the  return  of  the  Atomic 
Age  Physics  course  that  launched  the  countrywide  educational  project 
and  with  the  repeat  of  the  current  season’s  course  in  American  Govern¬ 
ment  . 

William  R.  McAndrew,  Executive  Vice  President,  NBC  News, 
announced  the  plans  for  next  season  today. 

"There  is  a  great  need  that  must  still  be  served  if  the 
United  States  is  to  move  faster  in  the  science  race,"  Mr.  McAndrew 
said.  "Five  years  ago,  ‘Continental  Classroom*  was  begun  as  an 
experiment  to  apply  the  power  of  network  television  to  the  pressing 
national  problem  of  improving  science  instruction  in  our  schools.  This 
is  still  an  emergency  in  American  education,  and  one  on  which  our 
national  survival  may  ultimately  depend.  Today,  we  must  continue 
to  promote  public  education  in  science,  and  particularly  strive  to 
educate  teachers  of  science  and  ensure  an  adequate  supply  of  scientists 
in  the  future. 

"After  consultation  with  many  educators  and  scientists,  we 
believe  that  Atomic  Age  Physics,  planned  primarily  for  high  school 
science  teachers,  is  the  most  important  course  we  can  do  now.  A  whole

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new  crop  of  teachers  and  students,  as  well  as  a  large  audience  of 
interested  laymen,  stand  to  benefit  from  a  repeat  of  this  highly 
acclaimed  course  after  four  years." 

Dr.  Harvey  E.  White,  professor  of  physics  at  the  University 
of  California  at  Berkeley  and  director  of  the  Lawrence  Museum  there,  is 
teacher  of  the  Atomic  Age  Physics  course.  Dr.  Peter  H.  Odegard, 
professor  of  political  science  at  the  same  university,  is  instructor 
of  American  Government. 

Atomic  Age  Physics  will  be  televised  and  carried  by 
approximately  170  stations  in  every  part  of  the  country  Monday  through 
Friday,  from  6-6:30  a.m.,  local  time.  American  Government  will  be 
repeated  via  color  tape  recordings  in  the  following  half-hour  period, 
6:30-7  a.m.,  local  time.  Both  are  two-semester,  college-level  courses 
which  will  start  coincidentally  with  the  Fall  school  term. 

During  the  first  semester.  Atomic  Age  Physics  is  devoted  to 
those  aspects  of  physics  necessary  to  an  understanding  of  atomic  and 
nuclear  physics:  kinematics,  light,  dynamics,  electricity,  magnetism. 
In  the  second  semester,  emphasis  is  on  nuclear  and  atomic  physics. 
Throughout  the  year,  demonstrations  and  experiments  are  an  integral 
part  of  the  course.  It  brings  viewers,  at  frequent  intervals,  out¬ 
standing  physics  teachers  and  eminent  scientists  as  guest  lecturers. 
Among  them  are  seven  Nobel  Prize  winners:  Dr.  Walter  H.  Brattain, 

Dr.  Polykarp  Kusch,  Dr.  Carl  D.  Anderson,  Dr.  Felix  Bloch,  and 

Dr.  I.  I.  Rabi,  all  laureates  in  physics,  and  Dr.  Glenn  T.  Seaborg  and 

Dr.  Edwin  McMillan,  laureates  in  chemistry. 

The  American  Government  course  is  designed  to  present  an 
objective  and  scholarly  analysis  of  the  fundamentals  and  background  of

government  and  how  the  United  States  Government  makes  and  executes 
policy  in  the  world  today.  Many  of  its  guest  lecturers  are  drawn  from 
high  levels  of  government. 

As  in  the  past,  "Continental  Classroom"  will  be  directed  to 
teachers  of  secondary  schools  and  colleges,  to  college  students,  to  a 
general  adult  audience  interested  in  enlarging  its  knowledge,  as  well 
as  a  large  audience  of  gifted  students  among  the  eight  million  popula¬ 
tion  in  the  nation's  high  schools. 

A  dramatically  successful  use  of  network  television  on 
behalf  of  education,  "Continental  Classroom"  has  achieved  the  status  of 
an  American  institution.

’ GERMANY :  FATHERS  AND  SONS' 

"Germany:  Fathers  and  Sons,"  a  special  program  examining  the 
"barrier  of  silence"  between  the  Germans  who  lived  under  Hitler  and  the 
younger  generation  born  in  the  closing  days  of  the  Third  Reich,  will  be 
presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  Friday,  June  13  (9:30-10:30  p.m.  EDT) . 

Sponsorship  was  purchased  by  the  Purex  Corporation  through 
Edward  H.  Weiss  &  Company.  The  producer  is  George  A.  Vicas,  who  heads 
the  new  NBC  News  European  production  center  in  Paris.  It  is  the  first 
special  to  be  completed  by  the  center,  which  was  established  last  year 
to  produce  news  and  information  documentaries  for  the  NBC-TV  Network. 

NBC  News  Correspondent  John  Rich,  who  is  on-the-air  reporter 
for  the  program,  says  that,  besides  the  Iron  Curtain,  there  is  another 
barrier  running  through  Germany  --  one  that  separates  older  Germans  who 
prefer  to  forget  their  Nazi  past  from  younger  people  searching  for  a 
tradition. 

"These  two  generations  are  tied  to  a  past  of  which  they  are 
constantly  reminded  and  which  they  cannot  wish  away, "  Rich  says.  "How 
they  face  up  to  the  past  may  well  determine  the  course  of  democracy  in 
Germany,  now  become  one  of  our  most  important  allies." 

The  program  includes  a  visit  to  a  class  in  current  affairs 
at  an  officer  candidate  school  in  Hanover.  The  cadets  discuss  the 
reaction  of  Germans  to  the  persecution  of  Jews  under  the  Nazis  and  the 
attitudes  of  the  new  generation  toward  German  nationalism.

At  a  boys'  school  in  Hamburg,  the  students  view  excerpts  from 
a  television  series  showing  the  destruction  of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto.  In 
a  discussion  following  the  screening,  one  of  the  students  remarks,  "The 
grown-ups  naturally  try  to  deny,  to  deny  completely  —  and  I  cannot 
deny  their  guilt  completely." 

NBC  News  crews  shot  rare  footage  of  dueling  practice  in  a 
Burschenschaft ,  or  student  fraternity,  in  Marburg.  A  German  critic 
points  out  that  the  dueling  fraternities,  under  the  influence  of  older 
alumni,  are  an  undemocratic  element  in  academic  life. 

The  program  shows  how  the  generations  live  side  by  side  with 
little  real  contact,  each  seeking  its  own  pleasures  and  its  own  ties. 
There  are  visits  to  one  of  the  "Stammtisch"  gatherings  of  workers, 
farmers  and  businessmen,  and  the  annual  "Oktober  Fest"  in  Munich  with 
its  beer,  nostalgia  and  "Gemutlichkeit . " 

Young  Germans  are  seen  picketing  as  conscientious  objectors, 
protesting  against  the  Berlin  Wall,  searching  for  amusement  in  a  West 
Berlin  bar,  and  speeding  through  the  streets  in  fleets  of  motorcycles. 

Among  the  Germans  who  will  be  heard  on  the  program  are  former 
Nazis,  teachers,  university  students,  cabaret  satirists,  parents  and 
one  of  Germany's  most  distinguished  literary  critics,  Friedrich  Luft, 
who  comments: 

"There  exists  a  barrier  of  silence.  A  generation  that  has 
lived  through  the  Nazi  time  .  .  .  everyone,  will  have,  I  think,  a 
skeleton  in  the  cupboard,  something  to  hide,  something  he  won’t  like 
to  think  of,  to  remember.  And  people  are  not  open  to  talk  about  these 
things  and  even  less  open  to  talk  about  it  to  their  children. "

NBC  IS  CENTRALIZING  ITS  MAJOR  CALIFORNIA  FACILITIES 
KRCA  Being  Moved  from  Hollywood  to  Burbank,  Where  Network’s 
West  Coast  Production  Facilities  Are  Centered*  Project 
Includes  Expansion  in  Color  and  New  Switching  Central 

Plans  for  the  centralization  of  major  NBC  facilities  in 
California  were  announced  today  by  William  H.  Trevarthen,  Vice  President, 
Operations  and  Engineering,  National  Broadcasting  Company.  The  project 
is  scheduled  to  be  completed  the  latter  part  of  this  year. 

KRCA,  NBC-TV's  owned-and-operated  station  at  Sunset  and  Vine, 
Hollywood,  will  be  moved  to  Burbank,  where  NBC’s  West  Coast  production 
facilities  are  centered.  In  Burbank,  a  warehouse  of  20,000  square  feet 
will  be  erected,  and  alterations  will  be  made  in  the  Administration  and 
Studio  buildings  to  house  the  KRCA  operation. 

Technical  facilities  in  Burbank  will  be  expanded  to  provide 
KRCA  with  flexible,  modern  and  larger  all-color  studio  facilities, 
providing  the  Los  Angeles  area  with  the  most  up-to-date  television 
service . 

In  preparation  for  the  move,  in  March.  NBC  placed  in  service 
a  new  technical  switching  facility  at  Burbank  which  is  designed  to  handle 
all  KRCA  and  NBC  West  Coast  network  operations.  The  switching  central  is 
the  most  advanced  of  its  kind  in  the  broadcasting  industry  and  is 
designed  to  operate  from  a  computer,  which  will  be  installed  at  a  later 
date.

The  computer  will  make  possible  programming  a 
day's  activities  in  advance,  and  it  will  permit  rapid 
changes  in  program  schedules  to  accommodate  fast- 
breaking  news  events.

EDT),  producer  Perry  Cross 
announced  today.

The  only  choice  remaining  for  the  world  is  to  perfect  and  use 
the  United  Nations,  said  Pauline  Frederick,  NBC  News’  United  Nations 
correspondent,  in  a  talk  Friday,  May  4,  at  the  Journalism  Week  banquet 
at  the  University  of  Missouri  in  Columbia,  Mo. 

Earlier,  Miss  Frederick  received  a  University  of  Missouri 
Honor  Award  for  Distinguished  Service  in  Journalism.  The  presentation 
of  the  Honor  Medal  was  made  by  Dean  Earl  F.  English  of  the  university’s 
School  of  Journalism. 

In  her  speech.  Miss  Frederick  noted  that  it  has  taken  the 
world  "centuries  of  limited  wars  and  two  holocausts  to  make  people 
understand  that  with  all  their  weapons  there  has  to  be  a  United  Nations." 
She  added  that  the  shock  of  Secretary-General  Dag  Hammarskjold ’s  death, 
may  at  last  make  people  realize  that  the  UN,  "which  reflects  the 
imperfections  of  the  world,  must  be  perfected  and  used.  It  is  the 
only  remaining  choice  for  a  globe  in  change." 

The  choice  can  never  be  made  by  balancing  "terror  against 
terror,"  said  Miss  Frederick.  "The  choice  must  be  made  within  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  human  beings  whose  survival  is  at  stake." 

Down  the  corridor  from  the  Assembly  Hall,  she  said,  is  the 
Meditation  Room,  "the  most  important  chamber  in  the  U.  N.  because  of 
what  it  represents."  In  the  center  of  the  room,  explained  Miss 
Frederick,  stands  a  block  of  Swedish  iron  ore  with  a  shaft  of  light 
focused  on  it.

WILL  BE  TOLD  IN  'HURRICANE] '  ON  'DU  PONT  SHOW  OF  THE  WEEK' 

Hour  Is  a  Presentation  of  Creative  Projects,  NBC  News 

It  was  born  as  a  small  patch  of  squalls  in  the  Western 
Caribbean  on  the  Labor  Day  weekend  of  1961.  As  it  moved  to  the 
northwest,  it  gathered  strength.  It  was  at  the  full  height  of  its  fury 
when  it  struck  the  Gulf  Coast  of  Texas.  Before  it  died  as  a  local 
storm  in  Greenland,  it  had  taken  43  lives  and  in  the  Texas  coastal 
area  alone  had  caused  damage  of  more  than  one -half  billion  dollars. 

This  devastating  sweep  of  Hurricane  Carla,  one  of  the  greatest 
storms  of  the  century,  will  be  the  subject  of  "Hurricane.*"  on  NBC-TV’s 
"Du  Pont  Show  of  the  Week"  Sunday,  May  27  (10-11  p.m.  EDT) .  The  pro¬ 
gram  is  a  presentation  of  Creative  Projects,  NBC  News,  under  the 
supervision  of  executive  producer  Irving  Gitlin.  A1  Wasserman  is 
producer. 

Gitlin  said  "Hurricane.*"  is  the  culmination  of  a  year's 
investigation  of  the  anatomy  of  a  hurricane,  providing  both  a 
hemispheric  view  and  a  fine  focus  on  the  various  effects  on  human  lives. 

"This  is  essentially  a  dramatic  story  of  the  age-old  conflict 
between  man  and  a  phenomenon  of  nature, "  Wasserman  said.  "We  hope  to 
communicate  vividly  the  experience  of  living  through  a  hurricane  and 
some  sense  of  awe  and  wonder  at  the  tremendous  forces  of  weather  which 
are  so  much  a  part  of  our  lives  that  we  take  them  for  granted.  Every¬ 
body  looks  at  weather  personally  as  it  affects  his  own  immediate  plans. 

Few  of  us  are  aware  that  we  are  all  linked  to  a  pattern  of  weather  that 
is  global  in  scale."  (more) 
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"Hurricane.’  " 


In  producing  this  program,  NBC  was  able  to  draw  upon 
virtually  all  film  and  sound  coverage  of  Carla  and  to  utilize  the 
extensive  facilities  of  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau.  "Hurricane .' "  will 
show  unique  time-lapse  film  of  the  eye  of  a  hurricane  taken  on  Weather 
Bureau  research  flights  --  believed  to  be  the  best  pictures  ever  made 
of  the  center  of  a  hurricane. 

The  story  begins  in  the  middle  of  the  Atlantic,  1,500  miles 
away  from  Texas,  with  a  shift  in  the  high-pressure  area  known  as  the 
Bermuda  High  that  created  the  conditions  for  Carla’s  birth.  The 
beginnings  of  the  storm  that  was  to  be  called  Carla  are  tracked 
through  radio  messages  from  ships  at  sea  and  later  through  aerial 
reconnaissance  feeding  information  to  the  nation's  hurricane  center 
in  Miami,  Fla.  Then,  as  Carla  nears  Texas,  it  is  picked  up  on  radar 
screens  at  the  Galveston  Weather  Bureau. 

The  main  events  of  "Hurricane.1"  take  place  in  Galveston,  a 
hurricane -prone  city  on  a  low-lying  island  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
connected  to  the  mainland  by  a  causeway.  Galveston  is  protected  on 
the  Gulf  side  by  a  17-foot  high  concrete  seawall.  This  seawall  failed 
to  stop  Carla.  The  city  was  battered  by  the  storm  for  three  days. 

Most  of  its  occupants  had  to  flee  inland  or  take  refuge  in  shelters. 
Making  matters  worse,  three  tornadoes  --  by-products  of  Carla  --  cut 
swaths  of  destruction  through  the  city. 

"Hurricane.’"  shows  how  the  life  of  Galveston  was  disrupted. 

It  provides  a  graphic  account  of  heroic  rescue  operations  by  Civil 
Defense  and  the  Coast  Guard  and  the  work  done  by  the  Red  Cross  to 
alleviate  the  distress.

But  "Hurricane "  does  more  than  show  these  broad  emergency 
measures.  The  program  also  presents  a  cross-section  of'  personal 
dramas  produced  by  the  storm.  It  shows  how  Carla  interrupted  the 
dress  rehearsal  for  a  musical  comedy;  how  John  Sealy  Hospital 
functioned  without  its  regular  sources  of  power  and  water;  how  a  child 
was  born  there  during  the  worst  phase  of  the  emergency,  and  how  the 
excitement  created  by  Carla  was  partly  responsible  for  the  premature 
birth  of  another  infant,  who  failed  to  survive. 

The  program  also  shows  the  aftermath  of  Carla  --  the 
widespread  and  heavy  damage  and  the  efforts  to  restore  communications, 
make  repairs  and  resume  normal  activity.

And,  despite  the 
criticism  of  his  work  by  Communist  Party  officials,  he  has  been 
allowed  to  retain  his  post  as  First  Secretary  in  the  Union  of  Soviet 
Writers.

Within  a  few  days.  Miss  Frederick  had  an  answer.  More  than 
300  listeners  had  responded  with  quarters  --  and  dollars.  According  to 
UNICEF,  Miss  Frederick  had  raised  more  money  than  any  of  the  individual 
pictures  in  the  celebrity  corner. 

In  recognition  of  her  support,  the  United  States  Committee 
for  UNICEF  presented  Miss  Frederick  with  a  certificate  of  apprecation.

Anniversary  of  Shakespeare’s  Birth,  Will  Be  Filmed 

Abroad  at  Places  Linked  to  Poet’s  Life  ! 

In  anticipation  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  William 
Shakespeare’s  birth,  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  will  produce  a 
full-hour  color  program  to  be  filmed  in  the  footsteps  of  the  poet  and 
many  of  the  characters  in  his  plays . 

Though  the  actual  anniversary  will  not  come  until  April  ^3, 
1964,  the  program  will  be  one  of  many  NBC  News  specials  to  be  produced 
for  presentation  during  the  1962-63  season. 

Lou  Hazam  will  produce  and  write  the  program,  and  Guy  Blanchard 
will  direct.  A  noted  Shakespearean  actor  will  be  selected  as  narrator. 
Production  will  start  this  Summer. 

"We  shall  show  what  remains  on  earth  that  recalls  Shakespeare’s 
life,"  Hazam  said,  "and  we  also  shall  visit  places  which  have  come  to  be 
traditionally  connected  with  many  of  the  characters  of  his  tragedies, 
histories  and  comedies.  With  our  cameras,  we  shall  attempt  to  re-create 
the  mood  of  these  historic  and  literary  landmarks  and  hear  Shakespeare's 
words  in  their  proper  geographical  setting  for  the  first  time." 

No  one  has  ever  undertaken  such  a  project  before,  Hazam 
said,  and  scholars  who  have  been  informed  of  it  have  "endorsed  it  with 
excitement . "

The  major  portion  of  the  program  will  be  filmed  in  England, 
some  of  it  in  Scotland  and  some  in  France. 

"There  are  many  places  which  have  not  changed  substantially 
in  appearance  since  they  were  frequented  by  Shakespeare  or  his 
characters, "  Hazam  said.  "TV  cameras  can  readily  exclude  the  temporal 
from  the  scene." 

Most  of  the  existing  landmarks  associated  with  Shakespeare  are 
in  Stratford-on-Avon,  where  he  was  born  and  died.  These  include  the 
probable  place  of  his  birth,  Ann  Hathaway’s  cottage,  the  grammar  school 
he  probably  attended  and  his  burial  place.  Close  by  are  his  daughter’s 
house  and  some  remains  of  the  places  with  which  he  was  familiar.  In 
addition  to  Stratford-on-Avon  and  the  country  near  it,  the  TV  cameras 
will  explore  Shakespeare's  London,  where  he  spent  the  major  part  of  his 
working  life. 

Places  traditionally  connected  with  Shakespeare’s  characters 
will  be  shown,  to  document  many  of  the  plays:  "Macbeth"  (Glamis  Castle 
and  Birnam  Wood);  "King  Lear"  (the  Dover  Cliffs);  "Richard  II"  (Pomfret 
Castle,  the  coast  of  Wales);  "Henry  V"  (Southampton,  in  England; 
Agincourt  and  Harfleur,  in  France);  "Henry  VI:  Part  I"  (Westminster 
Abbey);  "Henry  VI:  Part  III"  (The  Tower  of  London);  "Richard  III" 

(again  the  Tower);  "Henry  VIII"  (Hampton  Court);  "As  You  Like  It"  (the 
Forest  of  Arden  at  Warwickshire,  which  the  poet  turned  into  an  imaginary 
Arcadia);  "The  Merry  Wives  of  Windsor"  (Windsor)  and  others. 

Aerial  photography  will  search  out  documentation  for  the  most

An  NBC  News  TV  tape  of  the  unsuccessful  firing  of  a  Centaur 
rocket  at  Cape  Canaveral,  Fla.,  was  shown  to  government  and  industrial 
space  experts  Wednesday  (May  9),  to  aid  them  in  determining  why  the 
missile  exploded  5^  seconds  after  the  launch  attempt. 

Representatives  of  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration*  and  General  Dynamics  Astronautics  and  other  contracting 
firms  saw  the  tape  at  NBC  News’  mobile  control  booth  at  the  Cape  press 
site , 

The  rocket  was  fired  Tuesday  and  tapes  of  the  explosion  were 
shown  that  night  on  NBC  News  programs.  While  NASA  film  cameras  also 
recorded  the  missile’s  brief  flight,  the  NBC  News  tape  provided 
immediately  available  viewing  of  the  brief  flight  and  from  an  angle 
different  than  that  covered  by  NASA  cameras.

MORE  THAN  TWO-THIRDS  OF  NBC-TV'S  TOTAL  NIGHTTIME  SCHEDULE 
WILL  BE  IN  COLOR  NEXT  SEASON,  NBC'S  DON  DURGIN  ANNOUNCES 
TO  RCA  SALES  CORPORATION  DISTRIBUTORS  MEETING  IN  CHICAGO 

CHICAGO,  May  11  --  More  than  two-thirds  (68  per  cent)  of 
NBC-TV's  total  nighttime  schedule  will  be  in  color  next  season,  compared 
to  57  per  cent  this  season  and  4l  per  cent  a  year  ago,  it  was  an¬ 
nounced  today  by  Don  Durgin,  Vice  President,  NBC  Television  Network 
Sales,  in  the  NBC-TV  presentation  titled  "New  Dimensions  in  Color"  at 
the  RCA  Sales  Corporation  Distributors  meeting  at  the  Edgewater  Beach 
Hotel  here. 

Mr.  Durgin  said  that,  in  addition  to  the  more  than  22  hours 
of  regularly  scheduled  color  programming  in  the  evening  each  week,  there 
would  be  "a  host  of  distinguished  specials  in  color  from  producers  who 
have  won  many  of  broadcasting's  major  awards." 

He  told  the  RCA  distributors  that  NBC-TV’s  extensive  color 
programming  next  season  was  in  direct  response  to  the  interest  both 
audiences  and  advertisers  have  shown  in  color  as  well  as  to  the  great 
increase  in  color  set  circulation. 

"So  great  is  the  current  demand  for  added  color  programs  on  the 
part  of  advertisers,  the  public,  and  dealers  all  across  the  country," 
said  Mr.  Durgin,  "that  we  have  decided  to  colorize  the  largest  studio 
in  our  RCA  Building  headquarters  in  New  York  --  Studio  8-H,  at  a  cost 
of  over  one  and  one-half  million  dollars.  This  will  increase  by  50 

(more) 
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per  cent  our  existing  color  facilities  in  the  RCA  Building,  making 
possible  elaborate  color  productions  direct  from  NBC’s  main  head¬ 
quarters  in  New  York." 

To  emphasize  the  growing  enthusiasm  among  advertisers  for 
color  programs,  Mr.  Durgin  cited  the  fact  that  NBC-TV  has  more  busi¬ 
ness  for  1962-63  with  the  big  three  automobile  companies  than  the  other 
two  networks  combined  --  with  all  five  NBC  shows  chosen  by  auto  clients 
in  color.  He  added  that  one  of  the  deciding  factors  in  the  decision  of 
the  National  Automobile  Manufacturers  Association  to  award  the  cover¬ 
age  of  the  National  Automobile  Show  from  Detroit  to  NBC-TV  next  Fall 
was  color. 

The  award-winning  "Van  Gogh:  A  Self  Portrait,"  filmed 
largely  in  the  French  countryside,  and  sponsored  by  Lincoln-Mercury, 
and  Mrs.  Kennedy’s  journey  to  India  and  Pakistan  were  given  by  Mr. 
Durgin  as  recent  examples  of  the  use  of  color  by  NBC  News  to  capture 
subtle  moods  and  give  new  significance  and  substance  to  important 
subjects . 

In  discussing  next  season’s  color  programs,  Mr.  Durgin  said 
that  NBC-TV’s  extensive  schedule  of  daytime  color  programs  would 
continue.  He  noted  that  color  programs  had  helped  NBC  daytime  reach 
larger  audiences  than  any  other  network  for  the  past  eight  months. 

He  said  that  these  programs  had  helped  to  sell  color  to  that  "all- 
important  member  of  the  family,  the  housewife." 

Mr.  Durgin  said  that  in  addition  to  the  popular  Monday-through- 

Friday  programming,  the  network's  children's  shows  on  Saturday 
morning  would  continue,  in  color,  to  delight  youngsters  next  season. 

Moving  to  the  field  of  sports,  Mr.  Durgin  cited  the  World

Radio  and  television  bring  the  American  people  a  wealth  of

KCBD  and  the  ninth  anniversary  of  KCBD-TV.  Both  stations  are  in 
Lubbock  ana  are  NBC  hstwork  affiliates. 

''Broadcasting's  impact  on  America  has  been  as  widespread  as 
the  very  airwaves  that  carry  its  impulses,"  Mr.  Graham  said.  "It  is  a 
vast,  pervasive  social  and  economic  force.  And  as  we  witnessed  in  the 
elections  of  i960,  broadcasting  was  largely  responsible  for  the  turnout 
of  a  greater  percentage  of  eligible  voters  than  ever  before  in  our 
history."  He  credited  the  broadcast  media  with  matchless  speed  and 
intimacy  in  dissemination  of  information  and  news. 

Mr.  Graham  stressed  the  entertainment -inf ormation  balance  of

On  the  NBC  Radio  side,  Mr.  Graham  noted  that  over  50  per  cent 
of  the  programming  is  devoted  to  news,  public  affairs  and  information, 
including  "News  on  the  Hour, "  "Emphasis"  commentary  on  events  behind 
the  news,  Sunday  night ‘s  Frank  McGee  segment  of  "Monitor  62,"  and 
Morgan  Beatty's  "News  of  the  World." 

"Last  Oct.  4th  was  the  first  anniversary  of  the  orbiting  of 
the  first  active  communications  satellite,"  Mr.  Graham  said.  "Experts 
in  the  technology  of  mass  communications  have  predicted  that  before 
this  decade  ends,  a  global  communications  network  will  be  in  operation. 
This  network  would  be  capable  of  relaying  telephone,  teletype,  radio 
and  television  signals  around  the  world  at  an  economical  cost.  Students 
of  communications  say  that  this  application  of  modern  technology  will 
'link  the  whole  world  in  one  vast  telecommunications  network'." 

Mr.  Graham  said  that  although  broadcasting  techniques  will 
change,  broadcasters'  obligations  will  not  change. 

"We  will  continue  to  entertain, "  he  said.  "We  will  redouble 
our  efforts  to  inform,  to  educate,  to  help  Americans  to  understand  and 
interpret  the  news.  Because  our  basic  belief  does  not  change.  This 
belief  is  that  only  through  an  informed  public  can  we  preserve  our 
American  way  of  life."

NBC  TO  PRESENT  HOUR-LONG  TV  SERIES  FOR  CHILDREN  FIVE  TO  ELEVEN, 

ROBERT  E.  KINTNER  TELLS  SENATE  SUBCOMMITTEE 

WASHINGTON,  May  14  --  The  National  Broadcasting  Company  will 
present  next  Fall  a  major  hour-long  weekly  television  series  es¬ 
pecially  directed  to  children  between  5  and  11,  Robert  E.  Kintner, 
President  of  NBC,  said  here  today. 

Mr.  Kintner  announced  the  project  in  a  statement  delivered 
before  the  Subcommittee  to  Investigate  Juvenile  Delinquency  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

In  describing  the  series,  which  he  noted  has  been  in  planning 
for  six  months,  the  NBC  President  said: 

"This  will  be  a  teaching  program,  dealing  with  music, 
science,  history,  mathematics  and  other  subjects.  We  hope  to  do  it 
with  entertaining  audio-visual  techniques  and  with  personalities  who 
will  make  it  a  great  attraction  to  youngsters." 

Mr.  Kintner  said  the  first  part  of  each  program  in  the  new 
series  will  be  designed  primarily  for  children  in  the  5-7  age  group, 
and  the  second  part  for  youngsters  between  7  and  11. 

In  connection  with  the  new  program,  Mr.  Kintner  noted  that 
NBC  has  developed  a  special  children's  research  survey  into  the 
activities,  interests  and  information  levels  of  the  various  separate 
groups  between  the  ages  of  6  and  17.  Conducted  by  the  Eugene  Gilbert 
organization,  the  survey  has  just  been  completed  and  its  results  are 
being  analyzed,  he  said,  and  added:  "We  believe  it  will  be  very 

helpful  to  us  in  developing  the  elements  of  the  new  program  project

I  have  mentioned*  as  well  as  the  planning  of  additional  constructive 
programs  for  children  in  the  future.*' 

Mr.  Kintner  cited  the  new  children's  program  as  but  one  of 
the  steps  taken  at  NBC  "toward  making  greater  use  of  television’s 
potential  in  contributing  affirmatively  to  the  development  of 
children."  As  another  example  of  new  programming  in  this  field*  he 
referred  to  a  special  program  which  NBC  News  is  developing  as  a 
primer  on  the  meaning  and  evils  of  Communism*  designed  especially  for 
young  people. 

Looking  to  the  future*  Mr.  Kintner  said  that  perhaps  the 
chief  area  largely  unexplored  is  the  field  of  research  into  the 
effects  of  television  upon  viewers*  particularly  children.  He  hailed 
as  a  "constructive  first  step"  in  this  direction  the  government -industry 
conference  which  is  being  planned  on  this  subject  at  the  initiative 
of  Senator  Thomas  J.  Dodd  of  Connecticut*  Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee 
to  Investigate  Juvenile  Delinquency*  and  added  that  NBC  looks  forward 
to  cooperating  in  the  project. 

Mr.  Kintner  said  he  believes  the  television  industry  in 
general  and  NBC  in  particular  have  made  "significant  progress"  in 
taking  reasonable  safeguards  against  program  excesses  and  using 
television  constructively  and  affirmatively  in  the  interest  of  young 
people . 

He  pointed  out  that  the  volume  of  programming  in  the 
Western-adventure-suspense  categories  has  decreased  for  the  past 
two  years  and  is  continuing  to  grow  smaller. 

"in  NBC's  case,"  he  said*  "we  had  1 6  such  programs  in  i960* 

totalling  12  hours  per  week;  11  in  1961*  totalling  10  hours;  and  we 

will  have  six  in  the  coming  season*  totalling  six  and  one-half  hours."

Another  significant  trend,  Mr.  Kintner  said,  is  the  change 
in  the  tone  and  atmosphere  of  such  programs. 

"There  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  kind  of  material 
that  might  lead  to  objection,"  he  said.  "This  has  been  the  result  of 
increased  systematic  effort  on  the  part  of  responsible  broadcasters 
and  producers . " 

He  traced  NBC’s  own  procedures  for  tightening  the  application 
of  standards  to  guard  against  lapses,  both  through  its  Program 
Department’s  supervision  of  shows,  and  its  Broadcast  Standards 
Department’s  review  of  programs.

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STATEMENT  OF  ROBERT  E.  KINTNER 


I  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  offer  some  general 
observations  on  the  problems  to  which  this  Subcommittee  has  been  so 
seriously  directing  its  efforts. 

A  good  deal  has  been  said  during  these  hearings,  both  pro  and 
con,  about  the  nature  of  television's  influence  upon  children,  and  the 
extent  to  which  it  can  or  cannot  be  documented.  But  there  is  one 
point  on  which  I  believe  all  of  us  can  agree.  It  is  the  duty  of 
responsible  broadcasters  to  take  reasonable  safeguards  so  that  their 
programs  will  not  have  harmful  effects  upon  normal  children.  There  is 
an  additional  point  on  which  I  think  we  can  all  agree.  Broadcasters 
also  have  a  responsibility  to  use  television  affirmatively  and  con¬ 
structively  in  the  interest  of  our  young  people. 

On  both  scores,  I  believe  our  industry  in  general  and  NBC  in 
particular  have  made  significant  progress.  Let  me  briefly  review  some 
trends  that  show  us  moving  ahead. 

First,  the  volume  of  programming  in  the  We  stern -adventure  - 
suspense  categories  has  been  decreasing  for  the  last  two  years  and  is 
continuing  to  grow  smaller.  Now,  there  is  nothing  wrong  with  programs 
of  these  types  in  and  of  themselves.  Yet  they  are  obviously  programs 
that  can  involve  the  risk  of  improper  emphasis  on  violence  and  sex. 

Four  years  ago  the  number  of  such  programs  was  on  the  upswing. 
In  retrospect,  I  believe  the  industry  overfollowed  this  trend. 
Inevitably  the  reaction  set  in  --  from  critics,  from  organized  groups 
and  from  public  officials.  The  work  of  this  Subcommittee  has  served 
importantly  in  focusing  attention  on  the  problems  in  this  field  and  has 
stimulated  closer  examination  of  them.  I  believe  the  broadcasters

have  been  responsive  to  these  criticisms.  In  NBC's  case,  using  the 
Nielsen  classifications,  we  had  16  such  programs  in  i960,  totalling  12 
hours  per  week;  11  in  1961,  totalling  10  hours;  and  we  will  have  six 
in  the  coming  season,  totalling  six  and  one-half  hours. 

Another  significant  trend  is  a  change  in  the  tone  and 
atmosphere  of  such  programs.  There  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease  in 
the  kind  of  material  that  might  lead  to  objection.  This  has  been  the 
result  of  increased  systematic  effort  on  the  part  of  responsible 
broadcasters  and  producers. 

At  NBC,  over  the  past  two  years,  we  have  augmented  our  pro¬ 
cedures  and  tightened  the  application  of  our  standards  to  guard  against 
lapses.  We  do  this  on  a  day-by-day  basis  through  our  Program  Department 
supervision  of  shows  and  guidance  of  producers,  and  through  our 
Broadcast  Standards  review.  This  is  supplemented  by  special  injunctions 
and  regular  meetings  with  all  the  program  producers  each  Spring  as  the 
new  shows  are  going  into  production.  For  example,  in  January  of  i960, 
the  head  of  our  Standards  and  Practices  Department  prepared  and  sent  the 
suppliers  and  producers  of  our  programs  detailed  guidelines  to  be 
followed  to  avoid  any  improper  use  of  violence  or  suggestive  sex.  In 
April,  1961,  and  again  in  April, 1962,  a  delegation  of  NBC  officials  went 
to  Hollywood  and  spent  a  week  with  the  program  suppliers  and  producers 
for  face-to-face  discussions  emphasizing  our  policies  in  this  field. 

As  a  result,  our  programs  have  increasingly  shown  genuine  development 
in  reliance  on  plot,  character  development  and  production  values. 

In  recent  months,  in  addition  to  our  own  procedures,  we  have 
been  working  cooperatively  to  extend  and  strengthen  our  liaison  with 
the  Code  Authority  of  the  National  Association  of  Broadcasters,  so  that 
its  judgment  can  also  be  brought  to  bear  on  our  handling  of  these

problems.  We  have  worked  out  a  system  for  supplying  the  Code 
Authority  with  full  advance  information  about  our  programming  and  for 
continuing  consultation  with  it.  We  have  also  worked  out  a  pro¬ 
cedure  under  which  the  Code  Authority  may  screen  NBC  programs  in  advance 
of  broadcast,  when  it  feels  that  this  is  necessary  to  give  it  full 
information  for  judging  the  program's  compliance  with  Code  standards. 

In  this  way  we  can  have  the  benefit  of  the  Code  Authority's  views  in 
reaching  our  decisions. 

All  of  these  measures  are  control  procedures,  to  help  us  in 
the  difficult  and  delicate  job  of  drawing  the  line  against  objectionable 
material  while  preserving  the  vitality  of  television  in  storytelling. 

A  third  trend  has  been  toward  making  greater  use  of  tele¬ 
vision's  potential  in  contributing  affirmatively  to  the  development 
of  children.  This  is  an  extraordinarily  difficult  job,  but  I  believe 
we  are  making  substantial  headway  on  it. 

For  one  thing,  the  60  million  potential  television  viewers 
under  18  years  of  age  do  not  make  up  a  single  audience  unto  themselves, 
but  represent  a  number  of  separate  age  groups,  each  with  different 
interests.  A  program  designed  for  a  particular  age  group  of  children 
not  only  tends  to  exclude  adults,  but  also  children  of  other  age 
groups.  For  example,  what  interests  the  pre-school  child  generally 
leaves  the  teenager  cold. 

There  are  further  complications.  Most  of  the  week,  much  of 
this  audience  of  children  of  various  ages  is  available  during  time 
periods  which  the  networks  do  not  program.  At  7^30  PM,  Eastern  Time, 
when  the  networks  begin  their  basic  evening  service,  there  are  also 
many  millions  of  adults  watching,  so  that  programs  aimed  just  at 
children  would  deprive  grown-ups  of  suitable  fare.

The  most  difficult  task  of  all  is  developing  informational 
programming  for  children  that  will  draw  them  and  hold  them.  The  general 
experience  has  demonstrated  that  most  children  will  tune  away  from  them 
in  favor  of  popular  entertainment . 

Our  Saturday  morning  schedule  is  designed  for  young  people 
and  consists  largely  of  programs  in  the  entertainment  field.  Between 
Noon  and  one  PM,  the  Saturday  schedule  has  such  information  pre¬ 
sentations  as  "Watch  Mr.  Wizard"  and  "Championship  Debate."  Last  Fall, 
we  introduced  two  new  weekly  information  series  for  this  audience  -- 
"Update,  "  and  a  half-hour  news  review  for  high  school  students  at 
5:30  PM  Sundays,  and  "1,2, 3 --Go.'  "  for  younger  children  at  6:30  PM 
Sundays.  And,  of  course,  in  the  balance  of  our  schedule  there  are 
entertainment  programs  of  particular  interest  to  children,  and  a 
variety  of  special  programs  --  from  the  Bell  Telephone  science  programs 
to  many  of  the  news  documentaries  --  which  are  valuable  for  young 
people.  We  are  constantly  trying  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  our 
children’s  programming,  so  that  from  year  to  year,  there  are  changes  in 
this  field  as  we  try  new  things. 

One  of  the  special  programs  we  are  preparing  for  the  coming 
season  is  a  primer  on  the  meaning  and  evils  of  Communism,  especially 
directed  to  youngsters.  And  a  major  additional  children’s  project  on 
which  we  are  engaged  is  a  new  regular  weekly  series  of  hour-long  pro¬ 
grams.  We  have  not  yet  announced  this  series,  but  the  first  part  of 
each  program  will  be  designed  primarily  for  the  5~7  a.ge  group  and  the 
remaining  part  for  the  group  between  7  and  11.  This  will  be  a 
teaching  program,  dealing  with  music,  science,  history,  mathematics  and 
other  subjects.  We  hope  to  do  this  program  with  entertaining  audio¬ 
visual  techniques  and  with  personalities  who  will  make  it  a  great

attraction  to  youngsters.  It  has  been  in  planning  for  the  past  six 
months,  to  go  on  the  air  this  Fall. 

In  connection  with  this  program,  we  have  been  conducting  a 
special  children's  research  survey.  It  has  just  been  completed  by  the 
Eugene  Gilbert  organization,  which  specializes  in  this  field,  and  the 
results  are  now  being  analyzed.  The  survey  assembles  detailed  factual 
information  on  the  activities,  interests  and  information  levels  of  the 
various  separate  groups  between  the  ages  of  6  to  17.  We  believe  it  will 
be  very  helpful  to  us  in  developing  the  elements  of  the  new  program  pro¬ 
ject  I  have  mentioned,  as  well  as  the  planning  of  additional  constructs 
programs  for  children  in  the  future. 

Despite  the  progress  I  have  described,  much  remains  to  be  done, 
not  only  in  improving  our  existing  efforts  but  in  breaking  new  ground. 
Perhaps  the  chief  area  that  remains  largely  unexplored  is  the  field  of 
research  into  the  effects  of  television  upon  viewers,  and  particularly 
upon  young  viewers.  I  am  told  this  is  an  extremely  difficult  field  of 
social  and  psychological  research,  and  although  there  have  been  many 
individual  studies  of  limited  scope,  there  has  been  no  overall 
coordinated  effort.  As  I  understand  it,  what  is  needed  is  a  large- 
scale  continuing  undertaking,  with  the  safeguards  of  scientific  controls 
and  the  combined  resources  of  different  specialists  in  the  social 
sciences. 

NBC  would  like  to  see  the  organization  of  such  an  overall 
research  project  investigating  the  influences  on  children's  behavior. 

We  can  do  our  part  by  joining  in  the  planning  and  financing  of  such  a 
study,  and  this  we  are  prepared  to  do  as  soon  as  a  project  of  the 
proper  scope,  validity  and  support  can  be  organized.

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We  believe  that  a  constructive  first  step  has 
been  taken  in  this  direction.  I  refer  to  the  government- 
industry  conference  which  is  being  planned  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  at  the  initiative  of  Chairman  Dodd.  It  is  our 
earnest  hope  that  this  conference  may  evolve  a  broad 
concept  for  an  effective  research  breakthrough  in  this 
difficult  field.  We  at  NBC  look  forward  to  cooperating 
actively  in  this  endeavor. 

In  the  meantime,  we  will  operate  responsibly 
in  applying  proper  standards  of  taste  to  the  material  we 
broadcast;  in  presenting  a  program  schedule  of  diversity 
and  balance;  and  in  expanding  our  activities  in  the  field 
of  constructive  programming  for  children.

Who  are  the  Quakers  --  and  what  has  made  these  Friends  or,  as 
they  call  themselves,  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends,  so  important  a 
minority  in  America? 

A  full-hour  story  of  the  Quakers  in  America,  "The  Gentle 
Persuaders,"  will  be  presented  as  a  television  special  on  NBC-TV 
Monday,  July  30 ,  from  10  to  11  p.m.  EDT,  with  narration  by  Drew 
Pearson,  himself  a  Quaker.  The  program  is  produced  by  NBC  News. 

The  program  will  be  sponsored  by  American  Tobacco  Co.,  through 
Sullivan,  Stauffer,  Colwell  and  Bayles  Inc.;  Glennbrook  Labs.  Div.  of 
Sterling  Drug,  Inc.  through  Dancer-Fitzgerald-Sample,  Inc.;  and  Edward 
Dalton  Co.,  manufacturer  of  Metrecal,  through  Kenyon  &  Eckhardt,  Inc. 

"How  have  Quakers  been  able  to  survive  at  all  with  their  un¬ 
popular  ideas?"  Pearson  asks.  "Is  this  a  time  for  anyone  to  be  non¬ 
conformist,  to  dissent  over  vital  decisions  that  can  lead  to  national 
suicide  or  survival?  I  am  a  Quaker,  and  in  the  historic  Quaker  fashion 
I  must  say:  Let  us  see  for  ourselves  what  these  people  are  all  about." 

The  TV  cameras  will  visit,  among  other  places,  a  farming 
community  of  Quakers  in  Barnesville,  Ohio,  where  many  conform  strictly 
to  old  traditions;  the  Friends  Church  in  Wilmington,  Ohio,  whose 
services  are  much  like  other  Protestant  churches  in  America;  the

Abington  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  in  Jenkintown,  Pa.,  where  the  old 
ways  of  worship  are  held  to;  Earlham  College,  a  Quaker  school  in 
Richard,  Ind.;  and  a  Mexican  village  where  Quaker  conscientious 
objectors  are  working  as  members  of  an  American  well-digging  team 
bringing  the  first  fresh  water  to  an  isolated  community. 

Historic  news  film  will  show  Quaker  and  non-Quaker  pacifists 
before  the  gates  of  Fort  Detrick  in  Frederick,  Md.,  where  the  U.  S. 

Army  is  conducting  research  and  development  of  biological  warfare 
weapons  and  defenses.  There  they  meditated  silently  during  a  year¬ 
long  vigil  of  protest  against  any  preparation  for  germ  warfare.  Spokes¬ 
men  for  the  group  will  present  their  views. 

The  "Walkers  for  Peace"  will  be  seen  and  heard  in  another  news 
film  segment.  This  group  of  pacifists  in  1960-61  walked  the  greater 
part  of  the  way  from  San  Francisco  to  Moscow  to  publicize  their  demand 
for  total  disarmament  by  all  nations. 

Not  all  Quakers  are  pacifists.  Prominent  in  "The  Gentle 
Persuaders"  will  be  Senator  Paul  Douglas  of  Illinois,  a  Quaker  who  in 
World  War  II  enlisted  as  a  Marine  Corps  private,  served  in  combat  and 
rose  to  the  rank  of  major. 

"This  is  a  story  of  revolutionists, "  says  Pearson, "  of  a 
people  who,  back  in  the  l600s  in  England  and  then  in  America,  decided 
to  conquer  the  world  with  love  --  and  failed.  They  called  themselves 
the  Religious  Society  of  Friends  but,  because  they  said  they  'quaked' 
only  before  the  Lord,  they  were  labeled  Quakers." 

Never  a  large  group,  the  Quakers  are  today  even  smaller  -- 
only  123,000  in  the  United  States.

"Why  concern  ourselves  with  them?"  Pearson 
asks.  "It  is  because,  while  failing  as  conquerers, 
they  have  continually  ’created  a  fuss, ’  forcing  America 
to  stop  and  think  --  and  rethink  --  where  it  was  going.

NBC'S  FAMED  STUDIO  8-H  IN  NEW  YORK  IS  RENAMED  PEACOCK  THEATRE 
AND  EXTENSIVE  RENOVATIONS  WILL  INCLUDE  COLOR  TV  FACILITIES 

Huge  and  historic  NBC  studio  8-H  has  been  renamed  Peacock 
Theatre  and  is  being  renovated  --  with  color  broadcasting  facilities  add¬ 
ed  --  into  one  of  the  industry's  most  versatile  and  attractive  theatres. 

When  completed  in  September,  Peacock  Theatre  will  have  the 
latest-developed  color  facilities,  plush  theatrical  seating,  two  large 
lobbies  and  ultra-modern  decor.  Work  began  May  2  in  the  10,000  square 
feet  studio,  which  is  in  the  RCA  Building  in  New  York  City. 

In  addition  to  installing  the  newest  technical  equipment  for 
color  broadcasting  in  Peacock  Theatre,  the  studio's  control  room  will 
be  enlarged  and  a  new  floor  will  be  laid.  It  will  be  the  sixth  NBC-TV 
studio  in  New  York  equipped  for  color  broadcasts. 

Theatrical  seating,  with  a  permanent  appearance  and  a  unique 
portable  capability,  will  be  installed  at  the  north  end  of  the  theatre. 
When  not  in  use,  the  seats  will  be  mechanically  collapsed  and  withdrawn 
to  a  special  storage  area  literally  inside  the  north  wall.  This  will 
allow  full  use  of  the  studio's  floor  space  (130  feet  by  Jo  feet)  for 
programs  which  require  extensive  studio  area,  such  as  NBC-TV' s 
election  coverage.

Audiences  will  enter  lavish  Peacock  Theatre  through  two  new 
lobbies:  an  outer  lobby  of  300  square  feet  and  an  inner  lobby  of  700  square 
feet.  Reflecting  the  historic  moments  which  have  occurred  in  the 
studio,  their  decor  will  include  color  photographs  of  such  notable 
broadcasting  events  as  Arturo  Toscanini  conducting  the  NBC  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  1937,  and  Eddie  Cantor's  variety  shows  which  set  new 
patterns  in  radio  entertainment. 

Off  the  studio  area,  modern  dressing  rooms  and  a  mammoth  prop- 
storage  room  will  be  constructed.  The  prop-storage  room  will  have 
7,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  and  enable  NBC  to  prepare  for  one 
program  while  another  program  is  using  the  studio  area. 

When  completed.  Peacock  Theatre  will  have  facilities  for  the 
color  broadcasting  of  such  NBC-TV  programs  as  the  "Bell  Telephone 

Hour,  Du  Pont  Show  of  the  Week"  and  other  dramatic  and  variety 
productions.

JUST  ONE  MESSAGE  (ON  SCRAP  OP  PAPER)  WAS  THE  ONLY  WORD 
FROM  NBC  NEWS  CAMERAMAN  WOLFKILL  RECEIVED  BY  MOTHER 
IN  THE  YEAR  HE  HAS  BEEN  A  PRISONER  OF  REDS  IN  LAOS 

A  message  written  on  a  scrap  of  paper  has  been  the  only 
word  in  a  year  from  NBC  News  cameraman  Grant  Wolfkill,  who  is  a 
prisoner  of  Communist  forces  in  Laos. 

Mrs.  Lyle  Wolfkill,  of  Shelton,  Wash.,  the  cameraman’s 
mother,  received  the  message  little  more  than  a  month  ago  via  the 
U.  S.  State  Department.  It  said,  "Things  are  well.  I  am  being 
patient  and  hope  you  are  too." 

Wolfkill  was  riding  in  a  helicopter  over  Pathet  Lao 
territory  when  the  craft  went  down  May  15,  1961. 

"People  have  written  from  all  over  the  world,  offering 
encouragement,"  said  Mrs.  Wolfkill.  "We  had  a  warm  note  from  the 
State  Department  a  while  back." 

Mrs.  Wolfkill  said  she  had  been  writing  to  her  son  several 
tiroes  a  week  but  had  been  notified  that  he  had  received  only  27  letters 
in  a  year’s  time  and  only  five  or  six  out  of  dozens  of  packages. 

"But  thank  heavens  those  got  through,"  she  added. 

Pathet  Lao  leaders  have  refused  to  release  Wolfkill  until 
a  coalition  government  is  formed  and  the  Royal  Laotian  Government  has 
refused  to  form  such  a  government.  Wolfkill  was  on  assignment  for 
NBC  News  at  the  time  of  his  capture.

An  "orbit  desk"  for  Frank  McGee,  a  "lazy  Susan"  platform  for 
Roy  Neal  and  rear-view  projection  unit  are  some  of  the  graphic  and 
electronic  aids  NBC  News  will  utilize  for  TV  coverage  of  the  orbital 
flight  of  astronaut  M.  Scott  Carpenter. 

NBC  will  begin  its  television  and  radio  coverage  of  the 
flight  at  7  a.m.  EDT  on  launch  day  (expected  no  earlier  than  Saturday, 
May  19).  Launch  time  is  8  a.m.  EDT. 

McGee,  who  will  be  NBC  News*  anchorman  for  the  TV  coverage, 
will  be  located  in  Studio  3-K  in  the  RCA  Building,  New  York  City. 

His  "orbit  desk"  will  consist  of  a  glass-covered  tracking 
map  which  he  will  use  to  keep  a  detailed  check  on  Carpenter *s  orbit¬ 
ing  of  the  earth.

A1  Morgan,  novelist  and  award -winning  radio  documentary 
producer-writer,  has  been  named  producer  of  NBC-TV's  early -morning 
"Today"  program  effective  June  4,  it  was  announced  today  by  William  R.

FOR  'EXCEPTIONAL  CONTRIBUTION  TO  PUBLIC  ENLIGHTENMENT 
I  ON  MENTAL  ILLNESS*  MADE  IN  TV  PROGRAM 

The  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  today  presented 
a  special  award  to  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  in  recognition  of 
the  "exceptional  contribution  to  public  enlightenment  on  mental  illness" 
made  in  a  television  program,  "From  the  Most  High  Cometh  Healing." 

Frazier  Cheston,  President  of  the  National  Association  for 
Mental  Health,  made  the  presentation  at  a  luncheon  at  Sardi's  West  in 
New  York  City.  Edward  Stanley,  NBC  Director  of  Public  Affairs,  accepted 
the  award  on  behalf  of  the  network.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention's 
Radio  and  Television  Commission  also  was  honored  for  its  cooperation  with 
NBC  in  production  of  the  program. 

The  program,  first  broadcast  July  30,  1961,  and  repeated 
Feb.  4,  1962,  was  a  report  on  a  developing  partnership  between  medicine 
and  religion  in  the  common  goal  of  relieving  suffering.  It  graphically 
portrayed  the  medical  profession  beginning  to  welcome  the  chaplain  on 
the  hospital  healing  team,  and  the  clergy  in  turn  training  an  increasing 
number  of  ministers  for  such  service.

PROPS  ARE  TOPS  IN  NBC  NEWS  TV  COVERAGE  OF  MANSHOOT 

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  FLA.,  May  18  --  NBC  News  has  35  different 
items  of  flight  equipment  and  experiments  for  its  exclusive  use  in 
presenting  on  the  NBC-TV  Network  the  complete  story  of  the  Mercury- 
Atlas  7  orbital  manshoot,  now  scheduled  no  earlier  than  Tuesday,  May  22. 

NBC  will  cover  nearly  every  major  system  in  the  spacecraft 
and  booster  with  a  visual  "prop, "  demonstrating  to  its  viewers  in  the 
clearest,  simplest  way  how  each  of  these  instruments  functions  during 
the  flight  of  Navy  Lt.  Comdr.  M.  Scott  Carpenter. 

"This  represents  a  major  change  of  emphasis  in  our  coverage, " 
said  NBC  News  correspondent  Roy  Neal,  anchorman  of  NBC-TV1 s  coverage  at 
Cape  Canaveral,  who  has  had  extensive  experience  in  aerospace  reporting. 

"In  reporting  the  flight  of  Astronaut  John  H.  Glenn  Jr.  we  paid  consider¬ 
able  attention  to  the  experts  behind  the  space  launch  --  the  men  who 
made  it  possible.  Now  we  are  focusing  on  the  instruments  and  equipment 
that  will  make  Carpenter’s  flight  possible." 

The  props  are  in  many  cases  exact  duplicates  of  the  actual 
equipment  in  the  booster  and  capsule,  or  are  mockups  built  from  exact 
specifications.  They  were  assembled  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
the  principal  cities  being  San  Diego,  St.  Louis,  Buffalo  and  Stamford, 

Conn,  NBC  obtained  them  directly  from  individual  contractors  or 
sub-contractors  for  the  Mercury  capsule  --  nearly  as  many  companies  as 
there  are  props.  Dick  Auerbach,  project  coordinator  for  NBC’s  Cape 
Canaveral  coverage  who  was  in  charge  of  gathering  this  equipment,  said 
its  aggregate  value  as  props  is  more  than  $100,000.  As  in-flight  items, 
the  various  parts  probably  would  cost  more  than  two  and  one-half  times 
that  amount,  he  said.  /mnT)p  \

The  props  range  in  size  from  a  half-inch-long  heli-coil  to  a 
complete,  full-scale  working  model  of  the  environmental  control  system, 
which  weighs  350  pounds  and  in  its  display  mount  measures  six  feet  by 
four  and  one-half  feet.  The  heli-coil  is  the  device  which  fastens  the 
components  of  the  interior  of  booster  and  spacecraft  to  the  outer  skin 
and  also  fastens  the  heat  shield  to  the  spacecraft.  The  environmental 
control  system  provides  controlled  life-giving  air  to  the  astronaut 
and  the  Mercury  capsule  cabin. 

On  launch  day,  the  equipment  will  be  on  the  NBC  platform 
from  which  Neal  will  anchor  the  coverage.  As  each  particular  item 
becomes  of  special  importance  in  the  flight,  he  will  explain  and 
demonstrate  its  function. 

Some  of  the  items  are: 

Medical  bio-sensors  such  as  are  used  to  measure  the 
astronaut  ’s  physical  reactions. 

A  three-axis  mockup  of  the  capsule  --  one-tenth  actual 
size  which  was  tooled  to  NBC’s  specifications  by  the 
McDonnell  Corporation  of  St.  Louis,  prime  contractor  for  the 
spacecraft.  It  illustrates  the  capsule’s  three  basic  movements 
pitch,  roil  and  yaw  --  and  thus  can  show  the  astronaut’s 
attitude  as  he  performs  his  flight  maneuvers. 

A  retro  clock,  a  duplicate  of  the  key  instrument  used  in 
firing  the  retro  rockets. 

A  retro  rocket  motor. 

An  astronaut’s  space  suit,  helmet  and  boots. 

Mockups  of  the  components  for  Carpenter’s  periscope  and 
an  optical  mockup  of  the  periscope  which  shows  the  astronaut’s 
range  of  view.

Explosive  bolts  like  those  used  on  the  capsule* s  door. 

A  kit  (which  the  NBC  crew  calls  an  "instant  rocket  kit") 
made  by  General  Dynamics  Astronautics.  It  contains  the  basic 
Atlas  booster  in  breakaway  form  and  all  necessary  mockup  pieces 
to  make  any  other  rocket  in  the  Atlas  series.,  such  as  the  Agena 
or  Centaur. 

As  these  props  have  arrived  at  Cape  Canaveral,  they  have  been 
stored  in  Auerbach’s  motel  suite.  Auerbach  originally  had  two  room¬ 
mates  in  the  two-bedroom  suite.  They  have  had  to  move  out  as  the 
equipment  took  more  and  more  space.  Now  the  props  occupy  his  entire 
living  room,  kitchen  and  one  bedroom  and  are  overflowing  into  his 
remaining  bedroom.  He  has  to  climb  over  some  of  them  to  reach  his 
bed.

—  ‘BREAKTHROUGH:  CANCER  VIRUS  *  TO  BE  BROADCAST  JUNE  8  — 

Pull-Hour  NBC-TV  Program  Will  Trace  World-Wide 
Search  for  Cancer-Causing  Viruses 

A  world-wide  search  for  viruses  that  may  cause  human  cancer  -- 
a  search  carried  on  in  such  widely  separated  efforts  as  an  African 
safari  and  an  experiment  in  a  Chicago  jail  that  could  lead  to  an  anti¬ 
cancer  vaccine  --  will  be  traced  in  "Breakthrough:  Cancer  Virus"  on  the 
NBC-TV  Network  Friday,  June  8  (9:30-10:30  p.m.  EDT) . 

The  program  will  report  on  the  discovery  of  viruses  that 
causes  cancer  in  animals,  the  checking  of  newly-found  viruses  in 
patients  with  leukemia  (cancer  of  the  blood),  and  an  experiment  in 
which  prisoner  volunteers  were  injected  with  leukemia  extract  and  were 
found  to  have  formed  antibodies  against  the  disease. 

In  documenting  the  program,  an  NBC  News  team  traveled  to  the 
British  East  African  protectorate  of  Uganda,  where  doctors  are 
investigating  a  cancer  that  attacks  only  children  in  Central  Africa. 
Doctors  who  made  a  10,000-mile  safari  in  pursuit  of  the  cancer  tell  how 
its  incidence  corresponds  to  that  of  mosquito-borne  yellow  fever. 

The  program,  described  as  a  medical  "detective  story, "  is  the 
second  in  a  three-part  series  of  "Breakthrough"  specials  reporting  on 
major  advances  in  the  fight  against  disease.  NBC  News  correspondent 
John  Chancellor  in  on-the-air  reporter.

Chancellor  Is  seen  In  an  NBC  News  studio  In  New  York  with 
Dr.  John  R.  Heller,  until  recently  director  of  the  National  Cancer

Cancer  Center.  On  the  taped  program.  Chancellor  and  Dr.  Heller  discuss 
developments  seen  in  a  series  of  remote  pickups  and  filmed  inserts. 

The  program  will  visit  the  National  Cancer  Institute  in 
Washington,  which  played  a  key  role  in  the  discovery  of  a  virus  that  can 
cause  more  than  20  different  kinds  of  cancer  in  mice.  Drs.  Sarah  E. 
Stewart  and  Bernice  Eddy  will  discuss  research  in  virus  cancer  found  in 
animals  and  its  significance  in  the  search  for  a  virus  responsible  for 
human  cancer. 

At  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  School  of  Veterinary 
Medicine  in  Philadelphia,  Dr.  I.S.  Ravdin  will  discuss  an  attempt  to 
find  evidence  that  a  virus  causes  a  cattle  cancer  originating  in  the 
lymph  glands.  He  says  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  heredity 
plays  a  part  in  the  occurrence  of  this  cancer. 

Electron  microscope  photos  of  a  virus  responsible  for  a  form 
of  leukemia  in  chickens,  and  another  that  causes  cancer  in  mice,  are 
shown  in  a  segment  filmed  at  the  Institut  des  Reserches  du  Cancer  in 
Paris.

At  the  University  of  California  virus  laboratory  in  Berkeley, 
Dr.  Harry  Rubin  demonstrates  how  a  virus,  named  Rous  sarcoma,  attacks 
the  cells  of  a  chicken.  He  shows  electron  microscope  slides  taken 
every  few  minutes  for  three  days  after  chicken  tissue  is  infected  with 
the  virus . 

The  African  cancer  affects  children,  nearly  always  under  the 
age  of  12,  and  occurs  only  in  areas  where  the  temperature  stays  above

Chet  Huntley  will  continue  his  segments  of  the  Monday-through-Friday 
(6:45  p.m.  EDT)  "Report"  from  New  York,  while  Newman  will  sub  for 
Brinkley  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Producer  Reuven  Frank  said,  "This  will  be  the  longest  time 
David  has  been  away  from  the  show  and  we  needed  some  one  in  Washington 
to  appear  on  the  show  every  night.  I  think  Newman  is  admirably  qualified 
for  the  job." 

A  tall  soft-spoken  man,  Newman  possesses  a  dry  humor  in  his 
approach  to  the  news .

Downs  will  take  over  his  new  "Today"  role  in  September.  He 
will  succeed  John  Chancellor,  who  will  leave  "Today"  for  new  assign¬ 
ments  with  NBC  News.  One  of  Chancellor's  first  assignments  will  be 
as  anchorman  on  six  pre-election  NBC  News  specials  this  Fall. 

Downs  will  continue  as  star  of  NBC-TV's  popular  daytime 
game  program  "Concentration"  in  addition  to  his  "Today"  post.  However, 
he  will  leave  "Tonight, "  with  which  he  has  been  associated  since  1957. 

Downs  has  had  a  varied  career.  He  has  been  a  comedian's 
straight  man,  an  interviewer,  narrator,  newscaster,  announcer  and  host. 
He  is  also  author  of  a.n  autobiography,  "Yours  Truly,  Hugh  Downs,"  and 
has  recorded  an  album,  "An  Evening  with  Hugh  Downs."

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  has  selected  the  NBC  News 
program,  "Breakthrough:  Heart  and  Artery  Surgery,"  as  the  focal  point 
of  a  special  exhibit  at  the  U.  S.  Southeast  Asia  Trade  Center  in 
Bangkok,  Thailand,  July  9  to  Aug.  17. 

The  program,  presented  on  the  NBC  Television  Network,  Monday, 
April  23,  was  the  first  in  a  series  of  three  "Breakthrough"  specials 
reporting  on  important  new  progress  in  the  fight  against  disease. 

NBC  News  correspondent  John  Chancellor  was  on-the-air  reporter. 

Herbert  Socks,  Acting  Chief,  Far  East  Section  of  the  Trade 
Centers  Division,  Department  of  Commerce,  called  the  NBC  News  program 
--  produced  by  Lou  Hazam  --  a  "notable  achievement"  which  will  be  "of 
inestimable  value  in  helping  us  achieve  our  objectives." 

"Breakthrough:  Heart  and  Artery  Surgery"  will  be  featured  in 
an  exhibit  of  medical,  dental  and  surgical  supplies  and  equipment,  in 
which  some  60  U.  S.  firms  are  participating.

HOW  NBC  NEWS  PRESENTED  CLOSE  AND  CONTINUOUS  COVERAGE 
OP  ASTRONAUT  CARPENTER'S  ORBIT  FLIGHT  AND  RETURN 

NBC  News  brought  TV  viewers  close  and  continuous  coverage  of 
the  flight  of  astronaut  M.  Scott  Carpenter  during  his  three  orbits  and 
the  tense  moments  that  rescue  forces  searched  for  and  found  his 
"Aurora  7"  spacecraft  today. 

The  first  word  that  the  space  capsule  was  located  came  when  an 
RCA  Communications  installation  on  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  reported  to  NBC 
News  that  a  unit  of  the  rescue  forces  had  radioed  Carpenter  that  his 
position  was  known  and  that  rescue  was  on  its  way. 

The  NBC  News  coverage,  under  the  over-all  title  of  "American 
in  Orbit:  Stage  Tito,"  began  at  7  a.m.  EDT  and  was  scheduled  to  continue 
until  after  Carpenter  was  picked  up.  A  special  nighttime  program  was 
also  scheduled  (11:15-11:45  p.m.  EDT)  to  present  highlights  of  the 
coverage . 

Frank  McGee  was  anchorman  of  the  NBC -TV  Network  coverage  and 
Roy  Neal  reported  from  Cape  Canaveral.  Chet  Hagan  was  producer.  The 
programming  was  sponsored  by  the  Gulf  Oil  Corporation. 

There  were  numerous  remote  pickups,  including  those  from  the 
home  of  the  astronaut's  mother,  Mrs.  Florence  Carpenter,  in  Boulder, 
Colo.,  and  the  National  Meteorological  Center  outside  Washington.  Dr. 
Frank  Field,  reporting  exclusively  from  the  Center  for  NBC  News,  was 
first  to  point  out  that  weather  conditions  in  the  impact  area  were  not 
as  favorable  as  in  the  area  200  miles  away  where  Carpenter  had  been 
expected  to  land.  (more)

A  prediction  by  NBC  News  correspondent  Roy  Neal  was  borne  out 
when  Project  Mercury  officials  decided  to  continue  the  flight  through 
its  third  orbit.  Neal,  drawing  on  sources  at  Canaveral,  predicted  such 
a  decision  about  40  minutes  before  it  was  officially  confirmed. 

A  revolutionary  space  camera,  called  a  BU-TV  scope,  brought 
viewers  an  unprecedented  picture  of  the  early  stages  of  the  orbital 
flight.  The  camera  showed  unusually  close  views  of  the  Atlas  space 
vehicle  in  flight  over  Canaveral  and  a  dramatic  picture  of  the 
separation  of  the  missile  from  its  booster  rockets.  The  BU-TV  scope 
views  were  part  of  the  three-network  pool  coverage,  under  supervision 
of  NBC  News. 

The  NBC -TV  coverage  included  preparations  for  the  launching, 
the  lift-off  itself  and  minute-by-minute  reports  of  the  progress  of' 
:lAurora  7"  around  the  world.  Carpenter’s  voice  reports  were  heard  in 
taped  segments  replayed  by  NBC  News. 

McGee  and  Neal  gave  background  reports  on  the  Atlas  vehicle, 
the  capsule,  the  various  stages  of  the  flight  and  even  such  basic  sub¬ 
jects  as  Newton's  laws  of  gravity.  They  used  scores  of  visual  aids, 
mockups  and  actual  instruments  to  demonstrate  many  facets  of  the  flight 
and  the  equipment  used. 

Other  correspondents  included  Feter  Hackes,  Herb  Kapiow  and 
William  Ryan  at  Cape  Canaveral.  Reporters  were  also  stationed  in 
Atlanta,  Oklahoma  City,  Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  Los  Angeles  for  remote 
pickups  showing  the  reactions  of  Americans  to  the  event. 

NBC  News'  radio  reporting  of  the  orbital  flight  of  Astronaut 
Carpenter  began  at  7  a.m.  EDT  today,  with  live  coverage  from  Cape 
Canaveral,  starting  a  half-hour  later.  The  NBC  Radio  Network  coverage 
was  scheduled  to  continue  live  until  the  complete  story  of  the  flight 
had  been  reported.  (more) 
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The  NBC  Radio  coverage  of  America's  second  orbital  flight  was 
picked  up  by  the  British  Broadcasting  Corporation  and  carried  in  full 
in  England.  It  was  also  carried  by  the  Armed  Forces  Network  around  the 
world. 

NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin  Newman,  in  New  York,  was  anchor¬ 
man  for  the  7-7:30  a.m.  EDT  segment,  which  included  background  inter¬ 
views  with  Carpenter  and  the  other  astronauts  as  well  as  with  Project 
Mercury  officials. 

The  live  coverage  was  produced  from  Cape  Canaveral,  by  Ed 
Gough,  with  Larry  Ganger  in  New  York  as  co -producer.  It  was  under 
supervision  of  Rex  Goad,  Director,  NBC  News. 

NBC  News  correspondents  Merrill  Mueller  and  Jay  Barbree  were 
anchormen  at  Cape  Canaveral  for  NBC  Radio.  Special  features  of  the 
coverage  included  reports  by  Pat  Alexander  of  the  Australian  Broad¬ 
casting  Commission  from  Perth,  Nicholas  Danilov  from  Moscow,  NBC  News 
correspondent  George  Clay  from  Nairobi,  John  Herrington  from  London  and 
John  Pennington  from  the  Muchea,  Australia,  tracking  station. 

A  special  NBC  radio  program,  "Flight  of  the  Aurora, "  was 
scheduled  for  9:05-10  p.m.  EDT  tonight,  giving  highlights  of  the  flight 
with  Stephen  Flanders  narrating. 

NBC  News  concluded  its  TV  coverage  at  4:30  p.m.  EDT. 

Anchorman  Frank  McGee  signed  off  with  the  information  that  Carpenter 
was  safe  aboard  a  dinghy  in  the  Atlantic  with  recovery  vessels  en 
route  and  search  aircraft  overhead.

McGee  was  anchorman  on  the  half-hour  program,  with  Roy  Neal 
reporting  from  Cape  Canaveral.  Chet  Hagan  was  the  producer.  Kemper 
Insurance  sponsored  the  program. 

The  program  also  spotlighted  excerpts  from  the  post-recovery 
news  conference  at  Cape  Canaveral,  as  well  as  interviews  with  the 
astronaut’s  wife,  Mrs.  Rene  Carpenter,  there,  and  with  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Florence  Carpenter,  in  Boulder,  Colo.  It  was  broadcast  from  11:15  to 
11:45  P.m.  EDT.

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THE  CRY  OF  'BONANZA'*  ECHOES  IN  VIRGINIA  CITY  AGAIN 
AS  PORTRAYERS  OF  THE  FOUR  CARTWRIGHTS  PAY  A  VISIT 

NBC-TV's  "Bonanza"  Sunday  Night  Color  3eries  can  make  the 
claim  that  its  four  Cartwrights  brought  more  people  to  Virginia  City, 
Nev.,  than  the  gold  rush. 

The  cry  "Bonanza.'"  and  the  lure  for  gold  and  silver  attracted 
30,000  persons  to  Virginia  City  in  the  l860's. 

Scores  made  their  fortunes  and  left. 

Once  a  cosmopolis  of  the  West,  Virginia  City  today  is  vir¬ 
tually  a  ghost  town.  Only  500  permanent  residents  remain. 

NBC -TV  selected  the  historic  mining  town  as  the  setting  for 
the  "Bonanza"  series,  now  completing  its  third  season  on  the  network. 

On  a  recent  day,  the  cry  "Bonanza.'"  again  echoed  through  the 
yellow  tinted  canyons  above  Reno.  This  time  it  was  not  for  gold  and 
silver,  but  for  the  now-famous  Cartwright s  --  co-stars  Lome  Greene, 
Michael  Landon,  Dan  Blocker  and  Pernell  Roberts  --  who  were  paying  their 
first  visit  to  the  city  in  which  their  series  was  born. 

This  time,  more  than  35,000  persons  poured  into  town  for  a 
vantage  point  along  the  three -block-long  street  to  scream  their  greetings 
—  at  least  5,000  more  than  Virginia  City  housed  in  its  greatest  boom 
years. 

For  a  day,  Virginia  City  again  was  a  thriving  community, 
reviving  memories  of  yesteryear's  big  bonanza  period,  when  rich  miners 
dropped  $35,000  on  the  turn  of  a  card,  when  their  mines  produced  three- 
quarters  of  a  billion  dollars  and  millionaires  whose  names  and  fortunes 
are  still  important.  (more) 
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The  fortune  of  George  Hearst  (whose  son  was  to  establish  the 
greatest  of  all  newspaper  dynasties)  was  founded  in  the  Comstock.  So 
were  those  of  Marcus  Daly,  John  Mackay,  James  Fair,  James  Flood  and 
William  OfBrien. 

This  is  where  a  young  newspaper  man  working  on  the  Territorial 
Enterprise,  named  Samuel  Clemens  (Mark  Twain),  first  gained  fame  as  a 
humorist . 

The  fall  in  the  price  of  silver,  its  devaluation  on  world 
markets  and  abandonment  of  the  silver  standard  by  foreign  countries, 
combined  with  the  increasing  depth  of  the  mines  and  difficulty  and 
danger  of  their  operation,  collapsed  the  Comstock  boom  in  the  early 
1880s. 

Untold  millions  in  ore  still  lie  buried  beneath  the  streets  of 
Virginia  City,  its  recovery  economically  impracticable.
